WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Petro- 
leum Administrator Hayold L. 
Ickes recommended at a _ public 
hearing today that the War De- 
partment's “Canol” development in 
the wilds of Northern Canada be 
junked to save any further ex- 
penditure of funds on the vast 130 
million dollar oil project. 

Testifying before the Truman In- 
vestigating Committee, Ickes said 


it is estimated that the project 
will cost another 30 million dollars 
to complete, and added he didn’t 
“see the wisdom of spending that 
much more to get nothing—except 
to benefit the “Imperial Oil Co. and 
the Canadian Government.” The 
Imperial Oj] Co. is building the 
development for the United States 
Government. 

When the terms of the War De- 
partment’s contract with the Im- 
perial Oil Co, and the Dominion of 
Canada were read into the record, 
Secretary of the _ Interior Ickes 
wihout hesitation compared them 
with the abrogated provisions of 
the notorious Elk Hills oil devel- 
opment contract, and asserted: “In- 
asmuch as my department be- 
lieved the Elk Hills contract was 
not in the public interest, I say 
that the Cano] contract also is 
against the public interest.” 


Wouldn’t Have Approved Contract. 


He said further he “never in the 
world” would have approved the 
Canol contract had it been sub- 
mitted to him beforehand by the 
War Department, and said he had 
never been provided with a copy. 
He made public correspondence 
with War Department officials ad- 
vising against the undertaking as 
far back as 1942, and attacking its 
practicability as recently as this 
year. 

Senator Homer Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, brought out that truck 
drivers employed on the project 
had been paid $1000 a month and 
that a temporary office building 
built at Edmonton for one of the 
subcontractors had cost $259,000. 
Witnesses verified that redwood 
lumber for the building had been 
shipped all the way from Califor- 
mia for the structure, instead of 
using ample Canadian lumber, and 
this wags done when shipping space 
was at a great premium.

SENATE SENDS BILL 
IQDELAY FATHERS 
DRAFT 10 F. DR 


'Measure Passed, Would 
Strip McNutt of All Au- 
thority Over Selective 
Service. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
The Senate passed and sent to the 
White House today legislation 
which would: delay the induction 
of pre-Pearl Harbor fathers into 
the armed forces until after the 
nation’s supply of available single 
men had been exhausted. 

Because this delay would be pos- 
sible only if it did not affect “the 
usual regular and orderly flow of 
the nation’s man power into the 
armed forces,” there was some 
doubt of its practical effect on the 
drafting of fathers. 

The measure would strip Man- 
power Commissioner Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt of all authority over selective 
service. It also would authorize the 
President to appoint a commission 
of five physicians, three of them 
civilians, to review physical, men- 
tal and moral qualifications of the 
armed forces to determine if they 
can be lowered, 

There have been reports that 
McNutt would ask for a presiden- 
tial veto:

An expert on central European 
and Russian affairs, the 50-year- 
old Strang was Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden’s assistant at the 
Moscow conference. He entered 
the Foreign Office in 1919 at Bel- 
grade. From 1930-33 he was coun- 
selor of the Moscow Embassy, In 
1939 gbe went to Moscow as Brit- 
ish representative to the French- 
British-Russian conference which 
unsuccessfully attempted to nego- 
tiate a mutual assistance pact. The 
next year the Russians signed a 
pact with the Germans, who broke 
it in 1941 by invading the Soviet 
Union. 7 

Gusev, 39, came to London as 
Ambassador on Oct. 2, succeeding 
Ivan M. Maisky. He was Soviet Am- 
bassador to Canada in 1942-43, Gu- 
sev served in the Leningrad state 
office from 1931-35 and in 1939 was 
appointed chief of the second Euro- 
pean department in the comn:issa- 
riat.

Rent Control Saving People Billion, 
Landlords Not Suffering, OPA Says 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 22 (AP).— 
The OPA said today that, if it 
were not for its controls, the na- 
tion’s rent bills would be one bil- 
lion dollars higher this year. 

Basing this estimated saving on 
the results of a survey in 39 war 
production centers, the. agency 
stated that, despite the slice, land- 
lords are better off than they were 
in 1939 and 1940. 

“Actual figures taken from the 
books of landlords throughout the 
country show that the rate of net 
operating income. for apartment 
houses during six months of rent 
control was 34 per cent greater 
than in 1939,” said OPA, “The in- 
crease for landlords of small struc- 
tures over the same period was 36 
per cent.” 

Cited as factors contributing to 
this favorablg picture were: Rent 
increases of 3 to 4 per cent from 
1929-40 levels before rates were

Total expense for apartment 
house operation remained virtually 
unchanged between 1939 and 1942, 
while for small dwelling operation 
there was an actual decrease, the 
report noted, adding that rising 
prices and wages have had no sig- 
nificant effect on actual expendi- 
ture. 

The study, covering 75,000 dwell- 
ing units in the 1939 production 
centers, constituted the largest 
sample of residential real estate

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov. 22 (AP).—Plunging for- 
ward four miles in the mountain- 
ous central sector of Italy, Gen, 
Sir Bernard lL. Montgomery's 
Eighth Army has seized two more 
towns and moved into position 
from which to launch a full-scale 
offensive against the enemy’s win- 
ter defenses, Allied headquarters 
said today. 

San Pietro Avellana, -10, miles 
due west of Agnone and only five 
miles east of an important junc- 
tion of highways leading to Rome, 
was captured along with Vastog- 
irardi, to the southeast of San 
Pietro Avellana, in the advance 
which was made despite heavy 
rains which drenched the entire 
battlefront. 

Falling back before the on- 
slaught, the Germans were setting 
fire to the towns of Alfedena and 
Castel di Sangro in apparent de- 
termination to leave no shelter 
when they are forced to give up 
those places. 

Ifedena is three miles west of 
ork tn the penta! road to Rome 
and Castel dit Sangro is two miles 
northeast of the fork on the branch} 
leading to the Rome-Pescara’ high- 
way. 

The Allied forcés were approach- 
ing the fork from two directions, 
from the southeast on the road 
from Rionero, and from the west 
in the direction of Agnone, which 
the Eighth Army took Saturday 
after ironing out an _ eight-mile 
deep enemy salient. The gains 
put the left wing of the. Eighth 
Army within two miles of the up- 
per Sangro River. f 

Other Sectors. 

Brisk clashes occurred yester- 
day near the Adriatic coast where 
British patrols continued to cross 
the Sangro in probing expeditions, 
and in the high ground southeast 
of Alfedena. 

The heavy downpours, making 
all movements of men and guns 
difficult, kept Fifth Army activity 
on the western end of the battle- 
front to patrol action and artillery 
duels. 

Allied headquarters announced 
that Gen. Sir Harold Alexander's 
ground forces in Italy had been 
reinforced by the recent arrival of 
a large number of Canadians. 
There was no indication whether 
the new contingents already - had 
been in action, however.

NON-COMBAT ARMY TRUCKS 
TO EASE CIVILIAN SHORTAGES 


Several Thousand . Vehicles Built 
in 1940 or Earlier Will Be 
Released Soon. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
Several thousand non-combat Army 
vehicles, most of them trucks, will 
be released in the near future to 
relieve shortages of motor vehicles 
and spare parts for essential civil- 
ian uses, the War Department an- 
nounced today. 

All the vehicles were manufac- 


-|tured in 1940 or earlier, and the 


Department said the Army could 
keep them in serviceable condition 
only by drawing heavily on com- 
mercial dealers’ stocks of spare 
parts which are needed to service 
commercial fleets. 

The vehicles will be-disposed of 
through the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s procurement division. A 
number of passenger automobiles 
will be included, but no jeeps.

20-Mile Réd Gain Reported. 

(A Reuters dispatch from Mos- 
cow said the Russians had scored 
a new 20-mile advance in the 
Dnieper bend after breaking 
through German: defenses east of 
the Kremenchug-Znamenka rail- 
way. One spearhead cut the rail- 
way and is advancing 25 miles 
northeast of Znamenka, while an- 
other driving southward has 
plunged to about 28 miles east of 
that rail junction which lies about 
50 miles southwest of Kremen- 
chug, the report said, 

(The German high command as- 
serted that Nazi forces west of Kiev 
had broken through Soviet de- 
fense points after beating off coun- 
terattacks and had captured “im- 
portant ground.” Berlin said new 
Russian attacks aimed at encirc- 
ling Krivoi Rog had been beaten 
off.) 

Strong Blows Against Reds.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov. 22 (AP),--Allied head- 
quarters denied today that Lt. 
Gen. George S. Patton Jr, ever was 
reprimanded by Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and said he is still in 
command of the American Sev- 
enth Army. 

Drew Pearson, radio commenta- 
tor, broadcast from Washington a 
story that Gen. Patton had been 
“severely reprimanded” by Gen. 
Eisenhower after Pattoh allegedly 
ordered a shell-shocked soldier from 
bed in a Sicilian hospital and a 
medical officer intervened. Pear- 
son expressed the opinion that 
Patton would not “be used in com- 
bat any more.”

PEARL HARBOR, Nov. 22.—En- 
circlement of the great Japanese 
naval and air base at Truk has 
moved up appreciably with the an- 
Ww. 
Nimitz, commander of the Pacific 
Fleet, that American amphibious 
forces, covered by powerful units 
of all types of the rapidly expand- 
ing fleet, including battleships, air- 
craft carriers, cruisers and destroy- 
ers, have landed on Makin and 
Tarawa, the main controlling 
islands of the Gilbert group. 

Tarawa is 1500 miles southeast 
of Truk, in the Caroline group, and 
within 400 miles of the frequently- 
bombed Nauru and Ocean islands, 
stepping stones toward Truk. 
Makin is even closer to Jaluit, 
heavily bombed capital of the 
Marshalls. Other islands in the 
Marshal] chain reach within a few 
hundred miles of the Caroline 
group, of which Truk lagoon is 
the center. Tarawa is 1500 miles 
from Truk; 1600 miles from Ra- 
baul, New Guinea; 2400 from Pear! 
Harbor and 3000 from Tokyo. 

A glance at the map indicates 
the significance of occupation of 
the Gilberts, From the repeated 
bombardment of Nauru, Ocean and 
the Marshall islands observers may 
draw their own conclusions.

BEACHHEADS ON 


TARAWA, MARIN IN 


CENTRAL PACIFIC 


Marines, Soldiers Report- 
ed in Bitter Fighting 
for Enemy Outposts— 
Supported by Strong 
Fleet Unit. 


PEARL HARBOR, Nov. 22 (AP), 
—Translating talk of a Central Pa- 
cific drive into action, American 
Marines and soldiers have invaded 
the Makin and Tarawa islands in 
the Gilberts and at last reports 
were fighting for a spearhead aimed 
at the heart of Japan’s sea power, 

Landing Saturday on low, sandy 
shores where natural protection is 
scant for attacker and defender 
alike, the Americans punched out 
several beachheads against strong 


resistance at Tarawa, the enemy’s 
key air base in the Gilberts, and 
at Makin, a seaplane harbor about 
100 miles to the north, where they 
met moderate opposition. 

(Tokyo, in its first acknowledge- 
ment of the American landings, 
brodacast a communique from Im- 
perial Headquarters today which 
said heavy fighting was in prog- 
ress on Tarawa and Makin.) 

In their landings, covered by naval 
units which laid down aerial and 
surface bombardments, the Ameri- 
cans apparently ran into no Jap- 
anese sea forces although the stra- 
tegic importance of the Gilberts 
may well draw the enemy’s fleet 
into battle yet. 

The Navy communique on the 
action said the landings were cov- 
ered by “powerful units of all 
types of the Pacific Fleet,” indicat- 
ing that battleships and aircraft 
carriers were among the craft em 
ployed in the operation, 


1500 Miles East of Truk. 

Fifteen hundred miles to the 
west are the heavy fortified Truk 
Islands—a vital link to Japanese 
sea power—and to the north lie 
Marshalls, where the enemy 
holds powerful air bases at Jaluit 
and Wotje. 

The Americans landed Saturday, 
it was disclosed in an announce- 
ment 24 hours later by Adm. Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz, commander-in-chief 
of the Pacific Fleet, whose com- 
munique said “Fighting continues.” 

(Army ground forces employed in 
the landings presumably were from 
the command of Lt. Gen. Robert C. 
Richardson Jr., commander of the 
Hawaiian Department of the 
United States Army. No informa- 
tion was given as to the unit ident- 
ity of the invaders or the com- 
manders immediately in charge of 
the operations.) 

The Makin landings presumably 
were made on Butaritari, largest 
island of the atoll. Approximate- 
ly 10 miles long and 1000 yards 
wide, it is shaped much like a 
man’s, leg and foot. Butaritari 
probably has seaplane facilities in 
an excellent anchorage surround- 
ed by coral reefs; a radio station, 
three wharves and a stone pier.

ABOARD A LIBERATOR RE- 
TURNING FROM TARAWA, Nov. 
19 (Delayed) (AP).— This Army 
bomber has just set a large, im- 
pressive oil fire on the Japanese- 
held island of Tarawa, 2400 miles 
southwest of Hawaii. 

It dropped a number of bombs 
on the runways, barracks area and 
beaches of that strategical coral 
atoll, and fired its guns at every- 
thing in sight. 

Machinegunned Ship, Truck. 

“In sight” included one Japanese 
cargo vessel whose engineers fe- 
verishly were pouring coal or oil 
into it in an attempt to get out of 
the harbor; one truck full of sol- 
diers, and a number of docks and 
buildings which looked as if they 
might hold some of the island’s 
badgered defenders. 

This bomber has been moving at 
2500 feet altitude through large 
black blobs of smoke from explod- 
ing antiaircraft shells and through 
streams of machine gun bullets 
from Japanese ground positions. 

It was so low the machine guns 
were within their maximum range. 

We circled the island within clear 
view while other bombers of the 
Army's Seventh Air Force deliv- 
ered attacks on beach and gun po- 
sition targets on the perimeter of 
the tiny island while gun flashes 
below them added a frightening 
background to the beautiful pic- 
ture of ships in the sunlight and 
mottled clouds. 

This particular Liberator is what 
might be called brass-studded. Last 
to take off and last over the tar- 
get, it was piloted by Lt. Col. Wil- 
liam J. Holzapfel, Racine, Wis. 
The copilot, Maj. N. J. Lund, Hot 
Springs, Ark., is one of the few 
men to have an airplane explode 
in mid-air and come out alive, It 
happened several months ago at 
Funafuti in the Ellice group. 

Enlisted men were badly out- 
mumbered by officers who were 
willing to take any job on the 
plane just to be along on this 
mission. 

It’s the usual afternoon of tropic 
beauty. Set off by mountainous 
clouds, patches of sunlight and the 
deep blue of the ocean are the tiny 
islands surrounded by coral col- 
ored waters. The scene ig decep- 
tively peaceful. 

The Japanese scurrying on the 
ground, the ship maneuvering, the 
planes diving all seem like minia- 
tures on a huge screen. Even this 
bomber’s dive to bombing level 
seems neither as fast nor as far 
as usual. 

Plan-’s Wing Hit, Torn. 

Cpl. John Kefalas of York Pa., 
in the belly turret, had trouble 
with the gun and worked at re- 
pairs with a sc-ewdriver while the 
ship was diving. Capt. I. A. Berry, 
Pasadena, Cal., crawled to the tail 
with the remark, “this is a hell of 
a place for a pilot to be.” As the 
plane leveled off, Capt. William 
J. Walters, Redlands, Cal., began 
shooting pictures with his camera 
in the belly of the ship behind the 
ball turret, 

Apparently nobody knew exactly 
when antiaircraft shrapnel hit our 
wing, there was no noticeable 
sound or shock. Sgt. Harold Law- 
ton, Houston, Tex., leaning out of 
the waist port, pointed to the top 
right wing where three small tears 
—perhaps the size of a saucer— 
showed just above the wheel, and 
to a hole the size of a half dollar 
in the underside wing. Lawton 
grinned, then went on trying to 
get a chance to shoot his gun. 

Few others in the plane even 
looked until after a later bombing 
run which left a trail of smoke and 
fire behind, and some new holes 
in the island's surfaces. There was 
one unusually black cloud of smoke 
where an oil dump apparently had 
been hit. 

Ianding Tire Fiat. 

After crew members had dis- 
posed of empty machinegun shell 
cases and clips, Engineer Cpl. Rob- 
ert Saas, Racine, Wis., came back 
from his top turret positions, 
looked at the hole in the wing— 
or rather at the wheel—and said 
calmly, “tire flat.” 

Up to now this has been a sort 
of half-war, half-game, but now it 
isn’t that. The simple statement 
means this 30-ton airplane cannot 
land normally and cannot hope to 
hit the runway. Nobody knows at 
the moment what we're going 
to do. 


Four hours after the above notes 
were made, Col. Holzapfel brought 
this airplane down on the runway 
at an American base in darkness 
broken by spotlights. The crew 
and passengers were brace in the 
rear section of the plane against 
@ nose-over or crash into stone- 
filled revetments. 

The Liberator touched the run- 
way; brakes smoked, the tire on 
the left side screamed and the 
right wheel thudded irregularly 
along the coral. The plane lurched 
but remained upright, turned only 
partly around as it came abreast 
it own revetment, home safely.

Artillery Landed, 


Supporting the Marines, many of 
whom fought in the Solomons jun- 
gles, and the soldiers, were ar- 
tillery and other units. They faced 
an enemy who had had time to 
dig in and to set up artillery and 
burrow shallow foxholes in the 
sand. 

The sparsely-vegetated atolls of 
Makin and Tarawa afford no pro- 
tection to the attackers and the 
invasion forces thus face the ne- 
cessity of wiping out enemy posi- 
tions quickly or facing possible 
annihilation, 

The fact the Japanese on Ta- 
rawa have been able to hold out 
in strength since Saturday indi- 
cates the bitterest fighting is un- 
der way. 

Weeklong Air “Softening.” 
Weeklong bombings of both the 
Gilberts and the Marshalls pre- 
ceded the landings, and even as 
they camé Army Liberators blast- 
ed the Marshalls again to help 
divert part of the enemy’s air 
force. Some overhead opposition 
was reported in making the beach- 
heads, 

Associated Press Correspondent 
William L. Worden, who was a 
passenger on one of the Liberator 
bombers which participated in pre- 
invasion attacks Friday on the 
Gilberts, wrote that Tarawa was 
left in flame and smoke by alter- 
nating waves of Army and Navy 
bombers, 

His description said beath de- 
fenses were reduced, runways 
ruined, barracks set afire and oil 
dumps left flaring. The Japanese 
retaliated only with antiaircraft 
fire, the only enemy planes in 
sight being one wrecked bomber 
and one shattered Zero as the 
Army’s Seventh Air Force Liber- 
ators attacked at such low levels 
that they were able to strafe indi- 
vidual enemy trucks and ships 
while dropping bombs on the 
beach defenses and barrack areas. 
The final Army flight in the 
Friday raid included 11 Liberators 
which figuratively still had their 
motors warm from previous at- 
tacks On Tarawa, Mili, Maleolap, 
Jaluit and Kwajalein in the same 
general area, All returned safely 
to base with no deaths among the 
crews, 

Tarawa as seen by the Army 
flyers included bomb-pitted run- 
ways, one old freighter desperately 
trying to get out of the harbor, 
dozens of abandoned wrecked ve- 
hicles on island roads and docks 
and a number of landing barges 
adrift or abandoned in the lagoon 


area, 
Jap Aircraft Weak. 

Japanese antiaircraft fire was 
much weaker than a week pre- 
viously, Worden said, not more 
— 12 guns opposing the Libera- 
ors, 

The Navy started Friday’s Ta- 
rawa raids with forays from air- 
craft carriers. Liberators then 
came in with heavy mbs and 
antipersonnel missiles, even in- 
cluding a few empty beer bottles 
thrown from the planes. 

As the Liberators left, Navy 
planes came in from the other di- 
rection to continue pounding of 
gun positions, barbed wire around 
the beaches and other defense 
preparations. They approached 
the island behind a cloud of black 
smoke left by Liberator hits. on 
oll dumps and barracks, 

Simultaneously naval aircraft 
Friday blasted Nauru Island, 400 
miles west of Tarawa and one of 
the bases from which the Jap- 
anese were able to bomb American 
positions at Funafuti and Nanu- 
mea this week in moonlight raids. 

Worden said the Japanese had 
no four-engined land-based bomb- 
ers inthe area, so their effective 
bombing range was considerably 
less than the American maximum. 

Blow at Jap Air Range. 
The invasion brings Americans 
into battle north of the equator 
again in the Central Pacific thea- 
ter and northeast of the Solomons. 
From the Marshall and Gilbert 
groups the Japanese have had 
aerial cover for their sea forces 
and could spring attacks against 
Allied supply lines. Capture of the 
Gilberts would greatly expand the 
effective scope of Allied assaults 
deeper into Japan’s Pacific hold- 
ings. 
Tarawa, largest of the Gilberts 
and most important strategically, 
is composed of nine small islands, 
including Leper Asylum, Lone Tree 
Islet and Administration Station. 
One main entrance commands its 
lagoon, Tarawa also is known as 
Knox or Cook Island. 
Altogether, the Gilberts cover an 
area of 166 miles, and in 1938 had 
a population of 27,000. 
Makin was struck by a hit-and- 
run landing Aug. 17, 1942, when 
Marines killed at least 80 Japa- 
nese, destroyed seaplane installa- 
tions ashore and two seaplanes in 
the water.

SOUTHWEST PACIFIC ALLIED 
HEADQUARTERS, Nov. 22 (AP). 
—Gasmata, Japanese air and sup- 
ply base on New Britain, received 
its heaviest bombing of the war 
Saturday morning, while on neigh- 
boring New Guinea the enemy 
gave ground reluctantly under the 
added pressure of tree-crushing 
tanks, new in this jungle theater. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s com- 
munique said American bombers 
dropped 138 tons of explosives on 
Gasmata, on New Britain’s south- 
central coast, scoring accurately 
on the target area and leaving a 
heavy pall of smoke over the entire 
sector. They completed their mis- 
sion without interception. 

On New Guinea, as on Bougain- 
ville to the east, resistance both 
on the ground and in the air was 
described by Gen. MacArthur as 
strong, but Australian troops, sup- 
ported by Matilda light tanks, 
were putting a squeeze on the 
Japanese along the Huon Penin- 
sula. 

Tank-led columns were moving 
up the main trail more than a 
mile east of Sattelberg after the 
slowly retreating enemy, 

On Bougainville, Japan’s last 
remaining major base in the Sol- 
omons, the Americans who landed 
at Empress Augusta Bay Nov. 1 
have enlarged and consolidated 
their positions despite harassing 
bombing and strafing opposition 
and now are engaged in active 
patrolling. 

Five Japanese air raids, with 
only minor casualties resulting, 
were reported in Gen. MacArthur’s 
communique. 

Our bombers plastered 45 tons 
of bombs on Kahili airdrome and 
nearby installations at Buin on 
the southern tip of Bougainville. 

A 10,000-ton Japanese cargo ship, 
part of a convoy apparently at- 
tempting to run supplies to the 
big Rabaul garrison on New Brit- 
ain, was left flaming in St. George 
Channel, between New Britain and 
New Ireland, by two direct hits 
from a Navy Catalina. 

One Allied medium bomber was 
lost to antiaircraft fire at Hansa 
Bay on a bombing and strafing 
sweep of the New Guinea coast, 


MOSCOW JOURNAL 
ACCUSES JAPS OF 
ANTLSOVIET PLOTS 


Says Tokyo ‘Extremists,’ 
Basing Plans on Nazi 
Victory, Took Unready 
Country Into War. 


“moscow, Nov. 22 (AP).—The 
Soviet magazine, War and the 
Working Class, asserts that “ex- 
tremist elements” in Japan have 
worked against Russia in behalf 
of Germany. 

Without elaboration, the publica- 
tion said yesterday that Japan had 
been pushed into war despite a 
shortage of materials, then added: 


“In their hopes of a victory of 
Fascist Germany over Europe, 
these extremist elements in Japan 
also inspired various anti-Soviet 
plans.” 

(The statement was one of the 
strongest to come through Rus- 
sian censorship in recent months. 
Russia and Japan signed a five 
year neutrality pact in Moscow in 
1941.) : 

The magazine, discussing the 
Pacific war at some length, said 
the initiative rested “completely in 
the hands of the American armed 
forces” and that the stiuation was 
far from favorable to the Japanese. 
At home in Japan, the publica- 
tion declared, Premier Hideki Tojo 
has replaced a policy of “brute 
force” with one of “skillful dema- 
goguery” through attempted ap- 
peasement of moderate, financial 
and aristocratic elements, the new 
policy being designed to “draw 
the people of the conquered coun- 
tries of East Asia to their side.” 
The magazine then added: 
“Losing faith in the possibility 
of a favorable outcome of the war 
being waged all over the immense 
spaces of East Asia, the Japanese 
politicians obviously are looking 
for new ways to keep their po- 
litical, military and economic su- 
premacy.” 


GRIT cuts through the German 
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FRENCH RESTORE. 
LEBANON LEADER 
IN COMPROMISE 


President Reinstated and 
Premier Released but 
Independence Is Left 
for Negotiation. 


ALGIERS, Nov.’ 22 (AP). — A 
framework looking toward quick 
return of orderly government in 
Lebanon was set up today through 
action of the French Committee of 
National Liberation in reinstating 
President Bechara Khoury and 


promising to negotiate the ques- 
tion of the country’s full inde- 
pendence. 

The committee announced its 
decision last night after hearing 
Harold MacMillan, British Min- 
ister to French North Africa, 
stress the importance of safe- 
guarding the peace of the stra- 
tegic Middle East area by elim- 
inating any further disturbances. 

The committee also recalled Dele- 
gate General Jean Helleu from 
Beirut and ordered the liberation 
of Premier Riad Sohl and two 
other Ministers who were arrested 
by Helleu in a repressive meas- 
ure following the Lebanon Parllia- 
ment’s vote to sever ties with 
France. 

The committee communique, is- 
sued after a hurried conference, 
made no mention of the fate of the 
Lebanese Parliament which was 
dissolved by Helleu. 

The French action represented 
a compromise , with British de- 
mands, The British had requested 
that Premier Riad Sohl be rein- 
stated along with the President, 
but the committee refused on the 
ground that the Premier had pro- 
moted extreme nationalist policies 
in conflict with the League of 
Nations mandate that ance 
holds over Lebanon. 

Riad Sohl’s future, however, 
was left open and subject to nego- 
tiation between the committee’s 
special envoy to Lebanon, Gen. 
Georges Catroux, and President 
Khoury. It was Catroux who in 
1941 gave both Lebanon and ad- 
joining Syria a promise of inde- 
pendence in an act underwritten by 
Britain, 

The committee asked Catroux 
to confer at once with the Leba- 
nese President on “measures nec- 
essary to the rapid re-establish- 
ment of constitutional life in Leb- 
anon.” As soon as that is done, 
it said, negotiations will be opened 
on the matter of independence. 

The communique also promised 
that the French would consider the 
question of Syria’s independence. 

The committee announced that 
all is calm now in Lebanon after 
the disorders of last week pro- 
testing against the arrest of the 
country’s officials, but British 
sources declared minor outbreaks 
still were occurfing. 

The Berlin radio quoted Jeru- 
salem reports that Gen, Sir Henry 
Maitland Wilson, British Middle 
East commander, would arrive in 
Lebanon shortly. 
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Japanese grand fleet, particularly 
with new American long-range 
fighter and bomber planes in pro- 
duction.

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REDS LABEL AS ‘SILLY’ TALK 
OF BOLSHEVIZING EUROPE 


Magazine Says Various Peoples Will Decide 
Own Future—It Declares Religion 
Is Free in Russia. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 22 (AP).—The 
announced Boviet policy of leav- 
ing the future organization of Bu- 
rope to the free wills of the peo- 
ple was reaffirmed yesterday by 
the influential trade union journal, 


War and Working Class. 

Another article in the same 
magazine, discussing the question 
of religion in the U. S. S. R., de- 
clared the status of the Russian 
Orthodox church constituted a fi- 
nal refutation of charges of Soviet 
persecution of religion. 

The leading editorial of the mag- 
azine devoted to international af- 
fairs, undertook to refute what it 
called the “silly stories of the Bol- 
shevization of Europe” circulated 
by the enemies of the United Na- 
tions. 

It asserted that “Soviet public 
opinion takes into account clearly 
that the organization of countries 
should come as a result of the free 
decisions of the people of Europe.” 

On Soviet Claims. 

The magazine took up frankly 
reports of “Soviet claims,” “mys- 
terious intentions” and “Soviet 
plans for the domination of Eu- 
rope,” 

Qualifying such repprts as the 
answer of “Hitlerite wretches and 
their adherents” to the United Na- 
tions program for the postwar 
world, the magazine said: “They 
(the reports) are not trusted even 
by the most backward and stupid 
people.” 

Declaring the so-called Soviet 
claims are “non-existent,” it said 
United Nations plans “correspond 
completely to the interests, aims 
and hopes of the European people 
who are moaning under the Hitler- 
ite yoke,” 

While awaiting the decisions of 
the people themselves, the maga- 
zine asserted: 

“If one cannot say what Europe 
will be in the future, it is clear 
what Europe ought to be. The vic- 
tory of the United Nations un- 
doubtedly will bring the extermina- 
tion of the ominous factors of pre- 
war European policy which led to 
the bloody, devastating war. 

“Bankrupt Regimes.” 

“In Europe the decisive word 
must be pronounced by the people 
themselves. No doubt the people 
will not want the restoration of 
the win Se regimes which 
went bankrupt. It is not by acci- 
dent that these antipopular regimes 
were simultaneously anti-Soviet 
regimes, because the dark forces 
of aggression and pillage consid- 


ered the Soviet Union the country 
most opposed to their plans. 
"The successes obtained in the 
cause of further strengthening the 
relations between the Allies are 
based on a solid foundation of un- 
derstanding, mutual interests and 
esteem of our countries. This cir- 
cumstance makes us certain that 


the successes already obtained and 


confirmed by the historic decisions 
of the Moscow conference will be 
strengthened and expanded and 
that further development in the 
same direction is guaranteed.” 


- Soviet Religious Policy. 


The article on religion said the 
election of Metropolitan Sergei of 
Moscow as patriarch of all Russia 
and constitution of the Holy Synod 
were due not to any alteration of 
the official Soviet attitude toward 
religion, but to the church’s pa- 
triotic support of the Red Army. 

Both events, it said, “very clear- 
ly refute the slanderous inventions 
of the Fascists and their agents 
about persecution of religion and 
the church in the Soviet Union on 
one hand, and, on the other hand, 
confirm and emphasize the fact 
that during the war the Russian 
church decisively took the side 
of the people in defending the 
country from the German invad- 
ers. 

“This of course will contribute 
to strengthening the confidence 
and sympathies for the Soviet Un- 
ion among believers abroad, who 
had been persuaded by hostile ele- 
ments that religion was persecut- 
ed in the Soviet Union. It is now 
clear to everyone that the Hitler- 
ite crusade against the Soviet Un- 
ion has come to a complete fiasco.” 

The article criticised some Amer- 
ican, English and Australian news- 
papers which, it said, “understood 
this event not as a change in the 
church’s position as a result of the 
general patriotic exultation of the 
people, but presume this igs due to 
a change in the Soviet Govern- 
ment’s attitude toward religion. 

“For 20 years the press has as- 
sured its readers that freedom of 
religion did not exist in the Soviet 
Union. ‘The election of the Patri- 
arch and the Synod refuted all 
these tales. 

“Therefore, newspapers which 
had to assume another position 
accused the Soviet Union of a 
change in policy and a re-examina- 
tion of its position. It is much 
easier to accuse the Soviet Union 
rather than to review their own 
errors and mistakes which they 
made in the past.” 


BiG 3° EXPECTED 
TOCONSIDER WHAT 
10 DO WITH REICh 


London Thinks Allied 
Chiefs Probably Will 
Only Exchange Views 
on Problem at Present. 


By RICHARD G. MASSOCK 


LONDON, Nov. 22 (AP).—Allied 
consideration of a postwar political 
and economic structure for Ger- 
many is expected to be speeded 
up as a result of the meeting of 
President Roosevelt, Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill and Premier Joseph 
Stalin which, according to reports 
from America, is believed te be 
imminent, 

Following a preliminary ex- 
change of views by the “Big 
Three,” this problem, involving 
peace enforcement and control of 
German industry, is likely to be 
submitted to the new Buropean 
Advisory Commission in London 
for joint study. The problem is 
likely to be referred to the com- 
mission as too complex for a snap 
judgment. 

The partition of Germany into 
several states with decentralized 
industries has been proposed in 
various quarters, but this solution 
appears to have gained little sup- 
port among advisers of the three 
governments. 

Consequently, the London Com- 
mission is expected to search for 
substitute measures. 

Root of the problem is the Al 
lied intention to disarm Germany 
and prevent the use of its indus- 
tries for the manufacture of war- 
planes, tanks and guns in the fue 
ture. With some system of con- 
trol implied in any such project, 
the American, British and pre 
sumably the Soviet governments 
have been studying various possi- 
bilities which they are guarding 
against premature disclosure until 
they can settle on one. 

No decision in favor of any sin- 
gle plan has been reached by any 
of the three governments so far 
as can be learned, 

The three governments are be 
lieved to be anxious to have a 
workable plan well developed as 
early as possible, in the event Ger- 
many its forced to capitulate soon- 
er than now seems likely.

VICTIM HAD JUST 
BECOME ENGAGED 


Fiance, Others in Group 
Moved to Footwalk of 
Span, Didn’t See What 
Happened. 


A verdict of accident was re- 
turned today by a Coroner’s jury 
in the case of Miss Helen Jean 


Wismann, 19-year-old Fontbonne 
College sophomore, who was killed 
yesterday when struck by a Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad streamliner, 
the Colorado Eagle, while walking 
with five friends on a trestle over 
the Meramec River, between Cres- 
cent and Jedburg. ‘ 

One of her companions, John 
Leykam, who. apparently ‘was 
forced to leap 60 feet to the 
ground to avoid being struck by 
the train, was severely injured. He 
is at St. Louis County Hospital 
in critical condition. He is an ac- 
countant, residing at 6300 North- 
wood drive, Clayton. 

Miss Wismann, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Eugene S. Wismann, 1222 
Sunset avenue, Richmond heights, 
had just announced her engage- 
ment Saturday to James Nangle 
Jr., 6117 Washington avenue, and 
she and Nangle and friends were 
out for a walk, when the accident 
occurred. 

Fiance Suffers Shock. 

Nangle, office manager for the 
Supreme Express & Transfer Co., 
323 South Fourteenth street, whose 
parents reside in Chicago, was un- 
able to testify at the inquest, held 
at Kirkwood. He was taken to 
County Hospital last night, suffer- 
ing shock as a result of the 
tragedy. 

Leykam and Miss Wismann were 
walking with the other members 
of the party as they gingerly 
crossed the double-track trestle, 
which has a narrow footwalk and 
a protective railing. Others of the 
group, besides Nangle, were Miss 
Shirley Smith, 7200 Creveling drive, 
University City; Robert Gund, 
6139A Pershing avenue, and Miss 
Mary Jane Wasserman, 6637 Wa- 
terman avenue, University City. 

They were laughing and joking 
as they strolled toward a lodge 
owned by Nangle’s aunt, Miss 
Estelle Nangle, with whom he re- 
sides. 

Others Moved to Footwalk. 

Miss Wasserman testified at the 
inquest that the train unexpected- 
ly came around a curve and onto 
the trestle. The group expected it 
to be on the north track, or the 
right side going west, but instead, 
she said, it was on. the south 
track. She and Nangle hastily 
moved to the footwalk while the 
train passed, she added. None of 
the party saw what happened to 
Leykam, or Miss Wismann, but 
when the train had gone by and 
stopped, Nangle asked, “Where's 
Helen?” | 

“Nangle began shouting for her,” 
Miss Wasserman continued. “Then 
he started to run and he didn’t 
stop until he reached her body.” 
It was under the trestle. Leykam 
was lying about 75 feet away. A 
priest, who was a passenger on the 


train, pronounced absolution over} 


her body. Miss Wasserman ex- 
plained that the group hre~ paired 
off to cross the trestle, with Miss 
Smith and Gund leading, Miss Wis- 
mann and lLeykam next and 
Nangle and herself last. 

Leykam was not unconscious, 
Gund testified. He asked Gund 
what had happened and, rather 
than tell him of the accident, Gund 
related that he replied, “You 
tripped and fell off the trestle, 
Bob.” Deputy sheriffs said Leykam 
told attaches at the hospital that 
he did not know what had hap- 
pened. 

Mrs. Carroll Smith, mother of 
Miss Smith, at whose home the 
engagement announcement. party 
had been held Saturday with 18 
Fontbonne College students pres- 
ent, said the group had gone to 
Hotel Jefferson Saturday night 
for dancing and had _ gathered 
again at the Smith home yester- 
day afternoon, 

“We didn't want the children to 
go out to the lodge yesterday after- 
noon,” Mrs. Smith said, “but they 
pleaded it was such a nice day, 
and they wanted to go some place. 
They promised to be back before 
dark.” 

Mrs. Smith said Nangle and Miss 
Wismann had known each other 
almost two years. He had given 
her an engagement ring last Feb- 
ruary, but she had decided to an- 
nounce her engagement only last 
Saturday after Miss Sntith had 
told her she planned a party for 
some of the young women at the 
college.

AT CONVENTION 


Committeeman Named by 
Estimates Board — G. 
O. P. Wary of Dick- 


mann’s Activities. 


Everett Hullverson, Republican 
city committeeman from the Elev- 
enth Ward and a delegate to the 
State Constitutional Convention, 
was appointed today by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, 
the city’s fiscal body, as the board’s 
advisor on matters concerning the 
city at the convention. 

Hullverson, who will serve the 
city without compensation, was ap- 
pointed, it was understood, because 
Republican politicians and city ad- 
ministration members have grown 
uneasy about the relatively impor- 
tant role being played at the con- 
vention by former Mayor Bernard 
F. Dickmann, a Democrat, and 
the public notice attached to Dick- 
mann’s activities. : 

Ray Schroeder, deputy comp- 
troller and secretary of the Board 
of Estimate, said Hullverson’s 
function would be to advise with 
the administration about the prog- 
ress of proposals at the conven- 
tion which affect the city. 

Hullverson appeared before the 
board at its executive meeting to- 
day. Schroeder said the only ref- 
erence at the meeting about Dick- 
mann was made by Hullverson, 
who told the members that Dick- 
mann was “doing a good job, and 
the city administration could count 
on his support” so far as work at 
the convention was concerned. 

The board appointed, to work 
with Hullverson, Associate City 
Counselor Henry A. Hamilton, who 
will study the legal aspects of pro- 
posals affecting the city, and make 
recommendations to the adminis- 
tration regarding possible amend- 
ments, 

Hullverson was recommended 
for the advisory post by the City 
Counselor’s office, Schroeder said. 
The Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment is made up of Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, Comptroller 
Louis Nolte, and Edgar S. Nicolai, 
president of the Board of Alder- 
men, 

Hullverson, a lawyer, was sus- 
pended in 1936 from the practice 
of law for a year by the State Su- 
preme Court on charges of unpro- 
fessional conduct as a damage-suit 
attorney. Later his name was 
stricken from the list of practicing 
attorneys in the Federal Courts 
during his period of suspension 
from practice in State Courts. His 
choice as a delegate to the conven- 
tion was unanimous by Republican 
politicians of his district, 

Republicansleaders are reported 
to have expressed growing con- 
cern lately about the city admin- 
istration’s showing at the conven- 
tion because former Mayor Dick- 
mann has sponsored a number of 
important proposals, including 
three proposals for consolidation 
of the city and county, a subject 
in which the Board of Estimate 
is especially interested.

Supreme Court Rules 


Congress Left Settle- 


ment of Jurisdictional Disputes to ‘Agen- 
cies Other Than Courts.’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP). 
—The Supreme Court today gave 
the National Mediation Board 
broad power over jurisdictional 
disputes between unions by ruling 
that Congress left such contro- 
versies “to agencies or tribunals 
other than the courts.” 

Justice Douglas delivered the 
7-to-2 opinion on litigation in- 
volving controversies between en- 
gineers and firemen of the Mis- 
souri-Kansas-Texas Railroad and 
the Southern Pacific Co. . 

“We believs,” Justice Douglas 
asserted, “that Congress left the 
so-called jurisdictional controver- 
sies between unions to agencies 
or tribunals other than the 
courts.” 

The majority opinion added that 
the questions involved “are not 
justiciable issues under the Rail- 
way Labor Act.” 

The question at issue was 
whether the Railway Labor Act 
gives an organization of locomo- 
tive engineers the exclusive right 
to bargain and contract collec- 
tively for its members concerning 
the rules and working conditions 
governing the entry of firemen 
into the engineers’ craft. 

Justice Douglas said that “in 
this case no declaratory decree 
should have been entered for the 
benefit of any of the parties, any 
decision on the merits would in- 
volve the granting of judicial 
remedies which Congress chose 
not to confer.” 

The court took a similar position 
in another case, ruling 4 to 3 thata 
United States district court lacked 
power to review the action of the 
National Mediation Board in cer- 
tifying the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen as bargaining agency 
for all yardmen employed by the 
New York Central Railroad Co. 

The Supreme Court’s action left 
in effect a mediation agreement 
entered into between the firemen’s 
organizations and the M-K-T and 
the Southern Pacific railroads. 

Justice Douglas, also delivering 
that opinion, ruled that “Congress 
has long delegated to executive 
officers or agencies the determina- 
tion of complicated questions of 
fact and of law.” 

In the enginemen’s case, the 
firemen contended they had an 
equal interest with the engineers 
because of the necessity of shift- 
ing between the positions of en- 
gineer and fireman as economic 
and employment conditions varied. 
When there is not enough business 
to keep all the engineers busy, 
those not needed as engineers are 
demoted to firemen and the newer 
firemen are thrown out of employ- 
ment. In prosperous times, a num- 
ber of senior firemen are promoted 
to engineers.

SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS 
WAGE-HOUR SUBPENA DECISION 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
The United States Supreme Court 
today refused to review a decision 
holding that the Wage-Hour Ad- 
ministrator has the right to sub- 
pena records of the St. Louis ac- 
counting firm of Perkins & Co. 
without first holding a hearing to 
determine whether the company is 
subject to the Wage-Hour Act.

Louis, had ignored a subpena is- 
sued in June,.1942, for examination 
of its records to determine wheth- 
er the firm had violated the Wage- 
Hour Act,

Operating employes of the Pub 
lic Service Co., who have been 
conducting negotiations on wage 
increases since last Sept. 1, are 
voting on counterproposals made 
by the company. 

Neither the company nor Lecal 
788, AFL, Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street, Electric Railway 
and Motor Coach Employes, would 
make public details of the work- 
ers’ demands or the company’s 
counterproposals. 

The annual wage contract under 
negotiation covers about 36090 
street car and bus operators and 
mechanics. About 850 night-shift 
workers voted on the company’s 
proposals this morning in a meet- 
ing at Carpenters’ Hall, Grand 
and Page boulevards. Day workers 
will cast their ballots at 8 o'clock 
tonight. 

The wage contract is automati- 
cally renewed each Oct. 1, unless 
either party gives 30 days’ notice 
of a desire to make a change. The 
union gave such notice. 

The contract had been renewed 
without change in 1940 and 1941, 
but was revised on. Oct. 1, 1943, to 
incorporate a wage increase of 15 
cents an hour. This brought the 
hourly pay of inexperienced op- 
erators of one-man street cars and 
busses and mechanics to 80 cents; 
workers with six months’ experi- 
ence got 85 cents an hour; those 
with a year’s experience, 90 cents, 
and those with more than i328 
months’ experience, 95 cents. 

A company. spokesman asserted 
the wage scale of the 1942 contract 
compared favorably with scales in 
other cities. He added that nego- 
tiations on the 1943 contract have 
been conducted “without acri- 
mony.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 22.— 
Appointment of the 10 members of 
the new State Commission of Re- 
sources and Development, created 
by the 1943 Legislature to pro- 
mote development of State re- 
sources and industries, with D. 
Howard Doane of St. Louis as 
chairman, was announced today 
by Gov. Donnell. 

Doane heads the Doane Agricul- 
tural Service, 5579 Pershing ave- 
nue, St. Louis, a commercial organ- 
ization specializing in farm man- 
agement and appraisal.

Josip (Tito) Broz’s guerrillas have 
smashed an assault by combined 
German and Bulgarian forces 
against the Serbian town of Krenje 
and have driven the Nazig out of 
two villages in Bosnia, his head- 
quarters announced. 

The thrust against Krenje was 
launched after reinforced German 
divisions apparently were checked 
everywhere over the weekend. A 
strong drive in the Sarajevo-Trav- 
nik sector was reported stopped, 
as well as attempts to extend 
beachheads on the Adriatic islands 
of Krk and Cherso. 

In aerial sweeps across the Adri- 
atic again, Spitfires blasted harbor 
works and railway yards at Si- 
benik, Yugoslavia, and set fire to 
17 enemy vehicles near Vorre and 
Durazzo in Albania. 

In Cairo, meanwhile, Yugoslav 
Government officials were study- 
ing new reports of German 
atrocities in Belgrade, where 30,- 
000 Serbs have been reported 
put to death since Yugoslavia 
was invaded.

mendéd sharp curtailment of the 
scope of the project to the War De- 
partment, the original Army Serv- 
ice Forces estimate of a total cost 
of 25 million dollars was later in- 
creased by degrees to 240 per cent. 
Terms of Contract. 


The contract, according to testi- 
mony read into the record, pro- 
vides that the Government, after 
financing the project, pay the Im- 
perial Oil Co. $1.25 per barrel for 
the first million and a half b_rrels 
of oil, and thereafter pay the same 
rate, but with 50 cents per barrel 
rebated to this country to repay 
the construction cost of the pipe- 
lines and refinery. 

The contract also provides that, 
after the war, the Dominion of 
Canada shall be given first option 
to purchase the oil development at 
existing commercial value. 

These contractural terms 
brought a heated statement from 
Representative Leon H, Gavin 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, who declared 
that the entire project was a “bad 
deal,” a “heartache,” ill-conceived 
and ill-executed, and demanded to 
know who was responsible for 
“selling the idea to thg War De- 
partment.” 

3000 Barrels a Day. 

Gavin, who was permitted to ex- 
press his views by Senator Harry 
S. Truman of Missouri, committee 
chairman, shouted angrily that the 
production of dil at the Whitehorse 
(Canada) refinery is now only 3000 
barrels a day, and that at the rate 
of repayment to this Government, 
it would take “168 years” before 
our expenditure would be repaid. 

“I demand to know who pushed 
thie thing through,” cried Gavin, 
“Why didn’t the Army first deter- 
mine how much petential oil was 
in the field? Why wasn’t the cost 
more carefully estimated? We 
have between 2500 and 65000 sol- 
diers up there working on the 
project. Let’s call this thing off 
and send the needed men else- 
where and get back our vital 
equipment. : 

“Back in my home district of 
Pennsylvania we have been pro- 
ducing 15,000 barrels of oil:a day, 
but had to junk the wells and the 
equipment to a large extent be- 
cause the Government wouldn't 
listen to us, wouldn’t raise’ the 
price of oil to the point where it 
could be efficiently recovered from 
the ground. Yet we turn around 
and spend over 130 million dollars 
for nothing in Canada.” 

The British and Canadian gov- 
ernments paid nothing for the de- 
velopment, he went on, and yet 
Canada will get the chief benefit 
after the war under the contract. 
“We're just paying 130 or 138 mil- 
lion dollars in a giant WPA proj- 
ect for the benefit of Canada, 
opening up the Canadian wilder- 
ness,” he asserted. 

He and other ‘witnesses also as- 
sailed the War Department’s re- 
luctance to make public details of 
the Canol negotiations and con- 
struction progress. Gavin declared 
that the entire project was 
cloaked in the shroud of “military 
secrecy, while at the same time 
magazines, here and in Canada 
were carrying’ detailed stories 
about it. 

WPB Man Against Project. 

H, Leroy Whitney, technical con- 
sultant to the chairman of the 
War Production Board, tlod the 
committee that in his opinion the 
army used bad judgment in under- 
taking the project, and he also 
recommended that it be scrapped, 
despite present urgent need for oil. 
The Administrator for War 
(Ickes), he said, should have been 
placed in control of the project, 
with the assistance of the War De- 
partment and other governmental 
agencies. 

The main purpose of the devel- 
opment was to obtain oil from an 
untapped source in Northern Can- 
ada, pipe the product from White- 
horse to Alaska, and use the by- 
product high-octane aviation gaso- 
line to fuel airplanes being shipped 
from Alaskan bases to Asia. The 
Imperial Oil Co. is controlled by 
Standard Oil of New Jersey. 

Ickes First Witness. 

Ickes, appearing as the first 
witness at the hearing, disclosed 
that the project was launched by 
the War Department without prior 
consultation with his department, 
which, he added, was contrary to 
the President’s orders on such un- 
dertakings. 

It was during the spring of 1942, 
he testified, that the Petroleum 
Administration, which he heads,

Writes Sharp Letter. 

In a sharply-worded, critical let- 
ter to Stimson, as read into the 
record at the hearing, Ickes said, 
in part: 

“You will agree, I am sure, that, 
if projects of this character are 
undertaken without our knowledge, 
we cannot hope to discharge the 
responsibility that is imposed upon 
us, 
“The President’s letter of May 
28, 1941, is quite clear on that 
point, and with the thought that 


to your forces, which will prevent 
the possibility of any recurrence 
of situations such as this, I en- 
close for your convenient refer- 
ence a copy of that letter... .” 
Ickes added that from this in- 
formation his office had received, 
he agreed with the necessity of 


meeting the need for aviation gaso- 
line in Alaska and Northern Can- 
ada, but, he went on, “we did not 
believe that the solution proposed 
by the Army was the most desir- 
able one.”

exploration has resulted in discov- 
ery of substantial reserves. 

“In view of my concern over the 
prospective shortages of oil in the 
continental United States, I am de- 
lighted that this is so,” but he. re- 
emphasized the contracts should 
be revised in the light of present 
conditions and future possibilities. 

Ickes revealed that in his letter 
to Stimson of June 3, 1942, he had 
pointed out the great hazards of 
the Canol undertaking. At that 
time Ickes wrote: “The terrain be- 
tween Fort Norman and Whie- 
horse, a distance of about 500 
miles, is virtually unknown ter- 
ritory, with mountain ranges at 
right angles to the direction of 
the proposed pipeline. 

“The general climatic conditions 
are rigorous with great extremes 
of temperature and devastating 
flood conditions in the spring 
time. These conditions are highly 
unfavorable to construction work, 
and create operating hazards 
which would serjously jeopardize. 
the uninterrupted delivery of crude 


oi} at the Whitehorse terminal. 

His letter went on to say that 
also present was the great diffi- 
culty of getting the necessary ma- 
terials and equipment for an avia- 
tion gasoline plant. As an alterna- 
tive to the entire project, he then 
suggested transporting the desired 
petroleum products from Califor- 
nia by way of inland passage to

Ickes disclosed that after the 
Canol project was well under 
way, with the consent of Stim- 
son he sent Glen F. Ruby, for- 
mer chief geologist of the Hud- 
son Bay Oo., to Canada to sur- 
vey the development. As a re- 
sult of this careful survey, Ickes 
on Oct. 29, 1942, wrote Stimson 
that Ruby’s report had caused 
him to conclude that the pipeline 
and refinery were not justifiable, 
even as an emergency project. 

However, in telling Stimson of 
Ruby’s adverse report, Ickes did 
write that the discovery of major 
reserves of petroleum might place 
a different complexion upon the 
entire project. On Dec. 9 Patter- 
son wrote Ickes that since a pro- 
duction of 3000 barrels a day from 
the Norman Wells field was as- 
sured, the project was considered 
fully justified. :

divisions now were defending the 
positions along the Garigliano and 
Sangro Rivers, which prisoners 
and deserters continued to de- 
scribe as the enemy’s “winter 
line.” Aerial reconnaissance 
showed the Germans were working 
feverishly to strengthen and deep- 
en the positions from the Tyrrhen- 
ian to the Adriatic. 

The occupation by the Eighth 
Army of Agnone, Archi, Castel San 
Vincenzo and Rocchetta was an- 
nounced yesterday by Allied head- 
quarters. The advances finally 
cleared all of the lateral highway 
from Vasto on the eastern shore 
to Isernia in the mountains.

Meanwhile, the British destroy- 
ers Quilliam and Loyal, nosing up 
the Adriatic coast, intercepted a 
German convoy of light craft off 
San Benedetto, midway between 
Ancona and Pescara, and sank 
one lighter and possibly a second. 
They also damaged a tug, and es- 
caped with only superficial dam- 
age when coastal guns opened 
fire. 

In the air, American. twin-en- 
gined Marauders rained bombs on 
an 18-acre area at the much- 
bombed railway and seacoast town 
of Civitavecchia, 40 miles  north- 
west of Rome, smashing two 
quays, sinking a 100-foot vessel in 
the harbor and demolishing many 
buildings. 

“I saw our bombs hit smack in 
a large storage and ammunition 
dump area and in five seconds the 
whole place blew up in a mass of 
flames, smoke and debris,” said 
one bombardier, Staff Sgt. Arthur 
A. Wallerstedt of Chicago. 

Marauders also damaged the 
highway and rail bridges at Fano, 
30 miles northwest of Ancona on 
the Adriatic.

LEWES, Del., Nov. 21 (AP).— 
Charred bodies of four seamen 
were brought ashore today as 
Coast Guard cutters searched the 
fog-bound North Atlantic off Cape 
Henlopen for more victims or sur- 
vivors of a collision of two tank- 
ers—the Altair and the Bostonian 
—58 miles off the coast early yes- 
terday. 

The Fourth Naval District said 
an undetermined number of men 
were missing, with most feared 
dead, but 39 survivors already have 
been landed here. Four were taken 
to Beebe Hospital and two later 
were discharged. 

The Altair caught fire after the 
crash, about 2 a. m., in dense fog. 
The Navy said a tug had it in tow 
and the flames were under control. 
The other, although damaged, 
reached an unidentified Atlantic 
port under its own power. 

Witnesses said survivors resem- 
bled West Indians, indicating that 
one of the ships may have sailed 
from a Carribbean port. 

Navy intelligence officers are 
questioning the survivors but de- 
clined to comment on the cause 
of the collision.

KEEP BUYING WAR BONDS 


REPORT ON PRISON 
BOARD FOOD USE 


Action Follows Charges 
That Allowances for 
Convict - Servants Are 


Illegal. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 22.— 
Gov. Donnell today instructed the 
State Penal Board to make a re- 


port to him on monthly food allow- 
ances authorized by the board for 
convicts in the State penitentiary 
here who are assigned to duty as 
servants in the homes of prison 
officials in Jefferson City. 


This action followed charges 
made Saturday by Keeton Arnett 
of Jefferson City, director of the 
Missouri Public Expenditure Sur- 
vey, that such allowances by the 
board were unauthorized and con- 
trary to law, under rulings by the 
Attorney General’s department. 


The Governor said he had given 
instructions for filing of a report 
on the board practices to Walter 
H. Baird, assistant penal director, 
in the absence of Loyd I. Miller, 
penal director and chairman of the 
board. The Governor said he did 
not expect the report until the 
return of Miller from Washington, 
the latter part of this week. 

Arnett, in a radio broadcast, 
urged official action to terminate 
the practice of allowing the with- 
drawal of food from the prison 
commissary, for use in the homes 
of prison officials to whom con- 
victs are assigned as servants. 


He cited an opinion by Attorney 
General McKittrick, issued several 
years ago but not modified, holding 
that the Penal Board had no au- 
thority to make any monthly al- 
lowance of subsistence for convict 
servants in official homes. The al- 
lowance has been on the basis of 
$15 a month for each such servant,

Curb on Excess Buying. 

This provision, Llewellin said, 
would enable Lehman to notify 
the boards when it appeared that 
any liberated country was plan- 
ning to buy too much of anything 
short in world supply, and thereby 
enable UNRRA to “secure a fair 
distribution.” 

He said that UNRRA would op- 
erate in any area with the mili- 
tary if there was no recognized 
Government. Where UNRRA en- 
ters before the Government, it will 
obtain consent to its program as 
soon as feasible.

It also states that other 
member nations able to pay for 
os ii. P aggisting in relief work in other 
countries should do so. 

The plan recommends that any 
government receiving or giving aid 
shall do so only after notifying 
and consulting with Lehman. 

The finance committee feels that 
this will give further reassurance 
that no goods, badly needed to 
support the war, or limited enough 
in supply to necessitate rationing, 
will suddenly be siphoned in gen- 
eral supply to one area alone. 

It is expected that the financial 


agreement will go before the full 


council later this week, and accep- 
tance without amendment is fore- 
seen.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone said 
in a letter read to the Senate to- 
day by Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, that he would decline 
to také part in appointing any 
member to a proposed war ballot 
commission which would adminis- 


ter absentee voting by the armed 
forces. 

Under terms of the pending serv- 
icemen’s vote bill, the Chief Jus- 
tice could be requested by the Pres- 
ident to appoint an Associate Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court or a 
Circuit Court Judge to serve as an 
umpire and cast the deciding vote 
in case of a deadlock on the pro- 
posed foulr-member bipartisan com- 
mission. 

Vandenberg told Senator Green 
(Dem.), Rhode Island, co-author of 
the measure with Senator Lucas 
(Dem.), Illinois, that the Chief Jus- 
tice’s objection to following this 
procedure made it necessary to re- 
write “the very heart and center 
of the bill,” designed to permit 
service personnel to vote in next 
year’s general election. 

Chief Justice Stone said in his 
letter to Vandenberg that he would 
regard the performance of such a 
function as outlined in the bill “as 
incompatible with the obligations 
which I assumed with the office 
of Chief Justice and as likely to 
impair my usefulness in that 
office.” 

“It*‘ is enough to say, without 
more that might be said, that ac- 
tion taken by the Chief Justice in 
connection with the administration 
of the proposed legislation might 
become subject to review in the 
court over which he presides and 
that it might have political impli- 
cations and political consequences 
which should be wholly disassoci- 
ated from the duties of the judicial 
office,” Stone wrote. 

Earlier in the day a Republican 
Senate caucus left the way open 
for individual attempts to change 
the bill on the floor, but the party 
members did not commit them- 
selves jointly to any specific 
amendments.

can absorb without cracking. 


Japan's powers of resistance 
cannot be judged by occidental 
standards. We can be pretty sure 
that the Germans will give in when 
they realize that further resistance 
is hopeless, But the Japanese are 
of different mettle. They think 
differently, and they react dif- 
ferently. There is a strange streak 
of fanaticism in their nature. They 
have never lost a major war, and 
their country has never been suc- 
cessfully invaded. We have no 
standard by which to judge their 
behavior under extreme stress ex- 
cept the suicidal sacrifices of Attu 
and New Guinea 

Yet how do we know that the 
Japanese nation will stand up to 
annihilating punishment with the 
same fortitude as those small gar- 
risons of highly trained, intensely 
indoctrinated peasant soldiers? 
The answer is, we don't know, 


Conflicting Views. 

Whenever I meet anyone who 
has been in Japan, I ask him what 
he thinks will be Japan's capacity 
for endurance under the concen- 
trated assault from land, sea and 
air which is certain to follow 
quickly after Hitler’s collapse, 
The replies range all the way 
from that of the British sea cap- 
tain, married to a Japanese, who 
is sure the Japanese home front 
will quickly fall apart under mass 
air assaults, to the American mis- 
sionary, long resident in Japan, 
who is equally positive that noth- 
ing short of an invasion of the 
Japanese homeland will bring the 
enemy to their knees. 

Said the captain: “The Japs are 
a big bluff, my boy. I have lived 
among them, and I know them. 
Don't think for a minute that the 
people of Japan can take punish- 
ment like those fanatics up at the 
front. A few doses of the sort of 
thing we've been giving Hamburg 
and the Ruhr, and they will start 
talking about peace. Take my 
word for it, they are a colossal 
bluff.” 

Said the missionary: “Our mis- 
take is in underestimating Japan’s 
powers of resistance. The Jap- 
anese army will fight on fanatical- 
ly to the very end, regardless of 
defeats, and the home front will 
back them up, regardless of bomb- 
ings. We cannot bring Japan to 
her knees until we have crushed 
her militarily and landed armies 
on her shores. Even then, it is 
doubtful whether any outstand- 
ing Japanese statesman will dare 
come forward to discuss peace. 
The risk of assassination will be 
too great.” 


These are extreme views in op- 
posite directions. The truth is 
probably somewhere betwen. But 
where between? 


Engineer’s View. 

A neutral engineer who has lived 
10 years in Japan is of the opinion 
that Japanese fatalism will keep 
Japan going longer than most 
countries could keep going under 
similar punishment, But he thinks 
that the Japanese people will not 
stand up as well to overwhelming 
air assault as is often supposed. 
Japan will give in, he opines, 
when a large fraction of its indus- 
trial strength has been pulverized 
by bombs, when the navy and air 
force have been virtually destroyed 
and when we have demonstrated 
our superiority over the Japanese 
army with several truly important 
land victories, 

The army, he says, may have the 
will to go on fighting to the end, 
but it cannot go on without full 
support from the home front. This 
engineer believes that provided 
we can bring the full power of our 
air strength to bear on the Jap- 
anese homeland, it is there that 
the first crack will occur. 

One thing that tends to bear 
out the “Japan will fight to the 
end” school is the Allied demand 
for unconditional] surrender. Virtu- 
ally all the experts and pseudo-ex- 
perts are agreed that were there 
any prospect for a compromise 
peace, the Japanese would not be 
long in coming to terms once the 
hopelessness of their position was 
clear to them. In tract, with the 
war turning against them, the 
only chance the Japanese have is 
to make this conflict so costly for 
us that we will finally make a deal 
on a compromise basis. But that 
kind of peace would solve nothing. 

Even if the Japanese army went 
into decline or was demobilized, the 
roots of Japanese militarism would 
still be there, to be nourished by 
hatred and to sprout anew at.some 
future time. Japanese militarism 
will not die unless extirpated at 
the roots. 

So our demand for unconditional 
surrender puts the war on a plain 
basis of all or nothing for the 
Japanese, Under such circum- 
stances we have no choice but to 
count on long and desperate re- 
sistance and to wish that when the 
hopelessness of Japan’s position be- 
comes clear to the Japanese people 
good sense may prevail over fatal- 
ism and fanaticism.

GROWING PAINS 


PROBLEMS OF EXPANSION

S Germany and Japan looked 
A« the America of 1941, they 

came to the conclusion that 
this country would not be able to 
play an effective combat role in 
the war which Germany had pro- 
voked in 1939 and which Japan was 
to join in 1941. We can appreciate 
to the full, today, the reascning be- 
hind this conclusion. It was con- 
servative reasoning, based on ex- 
tensive knowledge of what it takes 
to arm and train a country for 
total war. 

When Americans go to war, con- 
servative reasoning goes over- 
board. We deal, as a nation, in 
terms of miracles. We undertake 
to do the impossible. On several 
occasions during our previous his- 
tory, we have got away with mir- 
acles. Thus we have adopted the 
viewpoint that war-making and the 
performance of miracles are 
synonymous.e Military men don’t 
like miracles. Many military men 
—of the land, sea and air forces— 
facing the tasks that lie ahead in 
1944. are profoundly disturbed by 
the nature of the miracles every- 
one seems to expect the nation to 
perform. They are tackling those 
miracles, tackling them cheerfully, 
but sometimes they wonder if the 
country realizes that bootstrap 
war-making can be a desperately 
risky process. 


War Miracle. 

N 1941 we had just begun a lim- 
| ites draft of men for military 

service: we had also mobilized 
the national guard; we also main- 
tained our customary peacetime 
army. Our real mobilization, how- 
ever, did not begin until after 
Pearl Harbor. 

In December, 1941, we were so 
weak in air power that our losses 
at Pearl Harbor and in the Philip- 
pines, which would today be 
thought trivial, were an acute em- 
barrassment. As to naval strength, 
we possessed a great and powerful 
Navy on the day of Peam Harbor 
— yet the German submarine at- 
tack on the Atlantic coast in the 


spring of 1942 found us gravely 
handicapped by lack of ships for 
the most rudimentary patrol and 
escort duties in the new combat 
area. 

On Dec. 7, 1943, we shall have 
been at war for two years. During 
these two years, we have done 
quite a bit of combat. We have not 
yet, however, used more than a 
small fraction of our combat 
strength. We have for the most 
part been able to pick and choose, 
selecting the fittest and best-pre- 
pared units for the fighting jobs. 

On the whole, we have stood up 
very well in fast company. Army, 
Navy, Air Forces—all can be proud 
of the record made in battle. 

We are now, however, entering 
1944—entering an altogether dif- 
ferent phase of the war. The pay- 
off phase. The period in which we 
start using the Army, the Air 
Force, the Navy we have created. 

Hitler began the mobilization of 
Germany for war-in 1933. Starting 
from scratch, he prepared his mili- 
tary establishment according to 
plan. He went to war in 1939, after 
six years of preparation. When he 
struck he was ready—millions of 
men had been brought to battle 
fitness. 

Japanese preparation lasted 
longer still. The Japanese Army 
and Navy were on a war footing 
throughtout virtually all of the 
thirties, and during that time 
fought numerous actions, some of 
them on a considerable scale. The 
“China Incident” can be seen today 
as nothing more nor less than a 
preliminary training-ground for 
what lay ahead.

HIS story isn’t very funny, and yet it was nobody’s fault. It

One day not long after the tak- 
ing of the city of Palermo in Sicily 
an American officer was directing 
a large labor gang in clearing some 
of the bomb rubble that lay in piles 
on the waterfront. The American 
bombing had been accurate and 
efficient, very efficient. The water- 
front was a mess. The buildings 
were spilled into the streets—great 
piles of building stones and carved 
cornices and dust and torn sheets 
of lathe. The harbor itself was a 
tangle of wrecked ships, sunk but 
with their superstructures sticking 
out of the water. One sizable fish- 
ing boat had been bounced out of 
the water by a.bomb and it lay 
with a broken back in the street. 

War is a process of wrecking 
and rebuilding and wrecking and 
rebuilding.

Malaria Problem. 


Summer brought a_ different 
problem—malaria.

Sergeev, director of the Centra) 
Institute for Malaria and Medici- 
nal Parasitology, by the evacuation 
of refugees in the first months of 
the war from the southern and 
eastern areas where this disease is 
more prevalent.

For 10 
years, the work continued until the 
occupation interrupted the treat- 
ment. When the Germans left, 
case records were completely de- 
stroyed, A decade of study among 
300,000 persons must be resumed 
almost from the beginning. 

Another control problem which 
was upset by the occupation was 
that of venereal disease against 
which the Soviet Union was mak- 
ing important headway in the years 
before the war. Already six ve- 
nereal control units have been sent 
to the liberated Ukraine and four 
more are to go as soon as possible, 
according to G. A, Meterev, com- 
missar for health.

OUNTERMEASURES to com- 
C bat German acoustic torpedoes 

are being taken by the*United 
States Navy, Rear Adm. Francis 
S. Low announced yesterday. He 
thereby confirmed in effect reports 
that the Nazis have developed such 
a weapon, led to its mark by the 
sound of a ship's propeller and en- 
gines, 

He declared in an interview: 

“We do not pretend to know all 
the answers, but we are actively 
working on countermeasures and 
have no doubt that we will develop 
satisfactory ones.” 

He gave no details on either 
the acoustic torpedo or the coun- 
termeasures.

Low forecast a cracking-up of 
morale of the German submarine 
crews. He added that “there can 
be no morale without accomplish- 
ment. With scores of U-boats at 
sea the damage they are now doing 
does not justify their existence, 
They are either avoiding opportu- 
nities to attack or are incompe- 
tent to take advantage of those 
presented.”

Opposed to Socialized Medicine 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispateh: 

Sue Fisher Norris’ reply to Mrs. E. H. 
Schaller’s letter opposing “socialized 
medicine” demands clarification. 


Both letter-writers seem confused as 
to the proposed tax in Senate Bill 1161 
by Mr. Wagner, which provides for a 6 
per cent payroll tax from employers and 
6 per cent ffom employes for “old-age, 
survivors, disability, unemployment, med- 
ical and hospitalization insurance.” 
The bill also provides for a _ tax 
of 7 per cent of the “market value” of 
services performed by self-employed, 
and a tax of 7 per cent on payrolls of 
states and municipalities electing to par- 
ticipate, to be shared equally by employes 
and the governments of such states and 
localities. Self-employed and employes of 
states and localities would receive no 
unemployment compensation, with taxes 
in all cases limited to earnings of $3000 
for any calendar year. 


Mrs. Norris says, “The patient may 
choose his doctor and the doctor may 
choose his patient in the manner as 
now.” She should have added “in ac 
cordance with such rules and regula- 
tions as may be prescribed.” The Dill 
provides that the Surgeon General pub- 
lish to individuals entitled to benefits the 
names of practitioners from whom they 
may choose, except in cases requiring 
specialists, who are to be “designated” 
by the Surgeon General. 


The Surgeon General is authorized to 
arrange for services of physicians as fol- 
lows: on a scale of fees to be fixed by 
him: on a per capita basis of benefici- 
aries arranged by him for individual 
practitioners; or on a salary basis, whole 
or part time; or on a combination or 
modification of these bases. 


The bill does not specify the salaries 
of physicians or others employed by the 
Surgeon General, except the 16 members 
of his advisory committee who would 
each receive $25 a day and expenses. It 
also authorizes him to contract for hos- 
pitalization and other services on a, slid- 
ing scale. In fact, the Surgeon General is 
given a free hand, 


The bill makes no distinction as to fi- 
nancial status of eligible beneficiaries. 
It is not logical to assume that self-em- 
ployed business men who make $3000 a 
year, and must pay $210 for this insur- 
ance, will refuse to take advantage of 
it less readily than average wage-earners 
who make $25 a week and pay only one- 
half of $156 a year. 


The health provisions of this bill are 
but one phase of the social security 
problem, The framework of our pres- 
ent program wae set up in 1085, An ac- 
curate analysis of what it is today and 
how it has worked out during the past 
eight years is necessary to chart a fu- 
ture policy intelligently. 

Very few voters have a comprehensive 
grasp of the social security problem. The 
real meaning is vague to most people. 
What the Wagner bill might do to the 
health profession is not comparable to 
what it would do to democracy, to our 
purely social security obligations, to in- 
dustry and to the economic structure 
of the nation. Ten billion dollars is a 
big bundle of straw for any camel's back.

Recalcitrant and Stupid 


Mr. McKittrick should thank the Weekly Un- 
derwriter, an insurance trade journal, for its 
opposition to his senatorial candidaéy and for its 
proposal that the stock fire insurance companies 
should enter Missouri politics to beat him. Mis- 
souri’s Attorney General, who has been very prop- 
erly proceeding against the insurance companies 
in performance of his duty and who recently ap- 
peared in Washington to oppose their proposal 
to exempt insurance companies from the nation’s 
anti-trust laws, is sure to profit,from the Weekly 
Underwriter’s suggestion. 

It is strange that the fire insurance companies 
could be as stupid as they are recalcitrant. For 
20 years, despite state laws which give them 
commensurate advantages, they have been resist- 
ing the authority of the State of Missouri to ap- 
ply regulations to them. They have resisted or- 
ders of successive State Superintendents of In- 
surance. They have carried their fight to every 
court open to them, including the Supreme Court 
of the United States, and they have lost at every 
point. 

One of the most lurid scandals in Missouri’s 
political history occurred when the insurance 
companies raised a slush fund of nearly a half- 
million dollars to bribe former State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance O’Malley. Out of one of the 
rate cases, there grew an impounded fund of 
more than $10,000,000 which belonged to the fire 
insurance policyholders. O’Malley was bribed to 
recommend a division of thjs fund which turned 
over most of the money to insurance companies’ 
lawyers and agents, and left the policyholders 
with only a fraction of their own money, 

O'Malley received $40,000, A. L. McCormack, 
who acted as go-between, got $60,000, and Boss 
Pendergast, who engineered the deal behind the 
scenes, got $260,000. O'Malley and Pendergast 
served prison terms for their failure to include 
the bribes in their income tax returns. Do the 
insurance companies think Missouri has forgotten 
this scandal or is unaware that the bribe-givers 
never suffered the just consequences of their 
crime? 

In singling out Mr. McKittrick as the candi- 
date to beat in the Missouri senatorial race, the 
Weekly Underwriter apparently overlooks the fact 
that Senator Clark, his opponent, is just as strong- 
ly on record against the arrogant attempt of the 
insurance companies to exempt themselves froin 
the anti-trust laws. Ata recent hearing in Wash- 
ington on the proposed legislation, Senator Clark 
said: 

I am opposed to any legislation destined 
directly or indirectly to emasculate our anti- 
trust laws. These laws should be not only 
maintained and strengthened, but effectively 
extended to cover participation by Americans 
in international cartels and the operation of 
such cartels in this country. ; 

If the fire insurance companies dare to enter 
Missouri politics and to influence the election of 
a United States Senator, the State will be glad 
to come to grips with them and to settle once 
and for all some of the issues between state sov- 
ereignty and their private business. Perhaps the 
companies will back away from the Weekly Under- 
writer’s suggestion if they refresh their memories 
of what happened to the Union Blectric Co., Louis 
Pean, Frank Boehm and Al Laun, who tried to 
purchase and direct the Government of Missouri. 

Missouri has been more than fair and tolerant 
in its attitude toward the fire insurance com- 
panies. It has insisted only on its right to ap- 
ply to them fair regulation. The best argument 
against the proposal that they be exempted from 
the nation’s anti-trust laws has been written in 
this State in 20 years of litigation, topped off 
by thefts of policyholders’ money and wholesale 
bribery. More than any other state, Missouri 
knows what folly it would be to give these com- 
panies an.area of immunity, 

We repeat that Mr. McKittrick should thank 
the recalcitrant as well as stupid fire insurance 
companies for their opposition to him.

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The Flood That Threatens 


The inflation flood still threatens the American 


home. The expected vote of the House against 
the administration’s food subsidy program merely 
encourages the onrush. 

How best to check the rising living cost, which 
contributes so much to inflation, is for Congress 
to consider most seriously, If the House is un- 
willing to permit the food subsidy plan, what does 
it propose? 

Representing one of the largest groups of fac- 
tory workers, President R. J. Thomas of the 
United Automobile Workers estimates that unless 
the trend is checked the average family’s food 
bill wil] be doubled in a year from now. It is a 
serious prospect. He calls on Congress to allow 
the subsidy program to be fairly tried. 

The cost of the food subsidy is estimated at 
800 million dollarg for a year. A sizable sum, 
put nothing at all compared with the staggering 
cost the doubling of the food bill would throw 
on the American people. 

If inflation gets a runaway start in the food 
markets, there will be no stopping it. All prices 
will be affected, and farmers as well as city work- 
ers will quickly feel the terrible burden. If Con- 
gress kills subsidies, it is playing with dynamite. 
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A Changing of the Masks 


There is further changing of the masks in 
the Vichy comedy. Again Petain’s broadcast de- 
creeing a “democratic” government and defying 
the eely Laval to succeed him is canceled. 

The taste of collaboration is ashen to the old 
Marshal with the Allies on the march. It has been 
embittered, too, by the opening of a democratic 
Consultative Assembly in Algiers, representative 
of all French political trends within and without 
the Continent. Petain may regret that he served 
Hitler as a figurehead, that he permitted himself 
to be used as a once-respected front for strength- 
ening of the Nazi grip on unoccupied France.

No 
credit for this to the Marshal, though he now 
talks democracy, He is recognizable under a 
fresher mask, 
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Nimitz Calls His Shot 


American forces are opening a new front in 
the Pacific war today with the invasion of Makin 
and Tarawa islands in the Gilbert group. 

This descent upon the outer fringe of Japan's 
island barrier in the South Central Pacific is 
in the pattern of invasion already exhibited in 
North Africa, in Sicily, in Italy and in the South- 
west Pacific. There is a notable difference, how- 
ever, which distinguishes this new turn in the 
Pacific war as something special: the fact that 
Admiral Nimitz notified the Japs 10 days in ad- 
vance that the attack was coming. 

It was an indication of high confidence when 
the commander-in-chief of the Pacific fleet stepped 
before a microphone on Armistice day and virtual- 
ly announced his plan. Our northern flank in the 
Aleutians has been secured, he said. Our intenst- 
fied attacks in the South and Southwest have 
placed the enemy in a precarious position. “In 
other areas, he has been relatively unmolested, 
but henceforth we propose to give him no rest.” 

The whereabouts of the “other areas” should 
be no puzzle to the most amateurish of arm-chair 
strategists. They are (1) Japan proper, and (2) 
the Central Pacific. Since an attack on Japan it- 
self is out of the question: until bases are estab- 
lished much closer to the enemy’s home islands, 
it is clear that Nimitz was talking about the re- 
gion where the attack now is taking place. The 
strength of the American fleet units in the area 
is now 60 great that secrecy, in the commander's 
opinion, is no longer essential. He let the Japs 
guess only as to the exact place and time. 

A great many strong points will remain even 
after the new campaign in the Gilberts is con- 
cluded. Some will be taken, to provide bases for 
further advances; others will probably be by- 
passed. It will be a slow process, for, as Admiral 
Nimitz says: “The Jap has dug himself in. We 
must land and dig him out.” But at last we 
have the carriers and the battleships and the 
planes and the men that make possible the be- 
ginning of an offensive on a new front. 
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Mr. Johnson Says “Boo!” 


Representative Calvin Johnson of Belleville has 
issued a scare statement to the effect that St, 
Louis domestic consumers will have to burn smoky 
Illinois coal or find themselves “totally unpre- 
pared.” He declared “no appreciable amount” of 
smokeless coal will be available. 

Mr. Johnson’s assertion runs counter to the 
advice of St. Louisans who know the most about 
the subject—Mayor Kauftnann and his advisers 
on smoke control, all of whom say that there 
will be a coal shortage here, as everywhere, this 
winter, but that it would be more acute if the 
bars were let down to smoky coal than it will 
be under the normal operations of the smoke-con- 
trol ordinance. 

If the St. Louis situation ‘were what Repre- 
sentative Johnson says it is, he would have no 
need to try to frighten St. Louisans into buying 
We would 
have to do it without being pushed. Mr. Johnson 
apparently thinks it is inevitable that we shall 
have to come to it this winter—but not so in- 
evitable that he doesn’t have to say “Boo!” to 
us in order to frighten us into meeting the in- 
evitable somewhat better than half-way. 
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Tough Talk to Tokyo 


The Moscow conference, a stout tree, wisely 
planted, continues each day to bear healthy fruit. 
As rumors of a “Big Three” meeting fill national 
capitals, War and the Working Class, Soviet maga- 
zine, takes a sharp slap at Japan. 

Two years ago last spring two shrewd men, 
tight smiles at work beneath their narrowed eyes, 
toasted in vodka the neutrality of a dangerous 
borderline. Matsuoka, the story goes, got quite 
tipsy in celebration of the new five-year pact 
with Russia, before moving on to Berlin to mend 
other Japanese fences. The wily little Nipponese 
and Molotov discussed the treaty of 1905 which 
pledged non-interference with shipping to Vladi- 
vostok, estimated each other carefully, concluded 
that trouble between their countries in the Far 
East would be disastrous, and affixed signatures 
to a document. 

Russia acted with traditional realism. Ger- 
many would surely strike. She could not face a 
two-front war. Nor could she fail to remember 
that the Port Arthur “stab in the back” set the 
pattern 40 years ago for Japanese strategy of 
surprise. 

Now Moscow’s true feelings emerge as she 
watches the war in the Pacific progress toward 
vulnerable Nippon and the war on her own West- 
ern front hold in her favor as her armies clear 
the Ukraine and near the Pripet marshes. Japa- 
nese extremists, War and the Working Class re- 
ports, have “inspired various anti-Soviet plans.” 
It charges meddling in Russian affairs, bluntly 
speaks of Japanese “hopes of a victory of Fascist 
Germany in Europe,” and gloats that the initia- 
tive is “completely in the hands of the American 
armed forces.” 

The fears of Tokyo, expressed in the Tojo press 
as long ago as July, 1941, that Russia, Britain, 
China and the United States may strongly ally 
themselves against the Japanese partner in the 
Axis, may yet materialize. A Russia strength- 
ened by the new agreements is a Russia that will 
be an increasingly valuable friend, 
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Five million gallons of gasoline were put to 
good use in one day’s air raids en Germany. It 
takes a lot of people, not using a lot of gasoline,

When I consider German cartoons, I am 
on safe ground. I can see the points even 
if I dislike them. 


The British war against Germany for 
them is Winston Churchill’s war. The war 
of the United’ States is sometimes Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s war, but quite as often 
Mrs. Roosevelt's war (she was once repre- 
sented in Das Reich wearing the simple 
dress of the South Sea Islanders); nor is 
Mr. Churchill represented as in any way 
austere. 

Mr. Churchill is a non-teetotaler and 
smokes cigars; Herr Hitler is a non- 
smoker and feeds on carpets and lemonade; 
and the Germans are encouraged to re- 
member the difference. The Archbishop 
of Canterbury has been made an honorary 
atheist by Mr. Stalin; and as for Mr. Btalin 
—but perhaps I had better forbear. 


The Cause of German Humor 


It is true that in German cartoons Preat- 
dent Roosevelt, Mr, Churchill and Mr. 
Stalin do all of them represent a cause. 
But as this cause is an unholy alliance be- 
tween pluto-democratic Jew-infected impe- 
rialism and barbaro-communistic anarchy 
against which the Teutonic and Japaneso- 
Nordic peoples are waging a desperate war 
for the sake of civilization and so forth, 
the German cartoonists find it easier to 
stick to well-known figures rather than 
representative types. Bo do we. 


Myself, I often like to think that the 
United States, Britain, Russia and China 
are waging a war against Germany and 
Japan. It makes things so much easier 
for my poor head. But apart from car- 
toons, apart from rude pieces of personal 
satire in which the principal:figures knock 
each other about (and I think we give as 
good as we get), it seems to me that Ger-

Product of Regimentation? 


It would be pleasant to believe that there 
is somewhere in Berlin a Psychological Bu- 
reau wheré Humorismus (or would it be 
Festigkeit, or Scherzhaftigkeit, or don’t 
worry me anyway) is deeply studied and 
debated in all its aspects, its relations and 
reactions, analyzed, sifted, pigeonholed and 
card-indexed, until small bundles of it can 


' be safely issued to all papers of all classes, 


to be-reproduced and printed by certified 
editors under pain of death if any word is 
altered or meaning twisted awry, 


I could imagine dOzens of spectacled pro- 
fessors engaged in research work on all 
the jokes of all the ages, furiously defend- 
ing or destroying the Witzigkeit of this 
sentence or that, testing its effect on un- 
happy specimens of each class of the popu- 
lation, and generally bringing the whole 
spirit of Lustspiel and Possenspiel into line 
with other branches of Political Warfare 
and the Propaganda Front. 

However this may be, I am inclined to 
suspect in Germany some sort of ration- 
ing of humor, 

A German, instinctively docile and intelli- 
gent about doing what he is told, might 
be startled if he were able to look at the 
lighter side of our British press, So might 
a Japanese. They might be pardoned for 
thinking that if the whole country was 
not seething with insubordination, it was 
at least in a terrible muddle, 


“This ile what freedom brings you,” they 
might argue; “this is what democracy 
means.” And possibly they would be right. 
We are told, for instance, to save string; 
and we do save string. J. B. Morton, the 
irrepressible Beachcomber of the Daily 
Express, invented a character who (among 
other futilities) projected a march of thou- 
sands of citizens to Trafalgar Square, 
headed by a vast Woman attired as Boa- 
dicea, in aid of the campaign for saving 
string. When this scheme is abandoned, 
because it doesn’t seem that it would save 
much string, there is substituted for it an 
earnest talk on the radio by the Spirit of 
String. 


The police and the air wardens in this 
queer world would seem to have an im- 
possible time. All the windows of London, 
as soon as evening falls, appear to be illumi- 
mated for the most inadequate reasons. 
After more than four years of Stygian 
blackout, one must make light of some- 
thing, I suppose, 


And what are these two octogenarians 
doing on the wired and barricaded prome- 
nade of a sea-coast town? “If only we had 
free, trade,” says one of them, speaking 
from his bathchair, “there would be no 
need for these exaggerated precautions 
against smuggling.” 


A Difference in Attitude 


But we certainly do collect salvage. Not 
a doubt of it. An old gentleman is riding 
on the top of a huge cartload, still read- 
ing busily. “I hadn’t quite finished the 
last chapter” is his little difficulty, 


I see all this trail of humor that follows 
in the hard tracks of war in the pages of 
American magazines just as I see it in 
ours, except that we are better provided 
over here at the moment with inconveni- 
ences and shortages calculated to provide 
satire and lead to irresponsible foolery. 

It seems to me that the Germans accept 
war for the sake of discipline, whereas we 
accept discipline because we have to go to 
war. Worse ¢lothes, less food and fewer 
lights; large craters, more officials; an orgy 
of saving and salvage—these things do not 
seem to have produced so wide a range 
of fantastic absurdities in German life (or 
rather in the German newspaper life) as in 
our own, But there are exceptions. . At the 
beginning of the war I remember a Ger- 
man picture in which citizens dressed in 
wood-fiber, which had sprouted into vigor- 
ous leaf, pointed with contempt at a man 
who was still unpatriotically wearing 
woolen clothes.

One of the most amazing reactions ap- 
parent in recent years is the fear ex- 
pressed by some people in this country lest 
Russia dispose of the German Army and 
Hitler before the United States and Britain 
can invade Germany.

Fine Biography of Litvinoff 
Explains Policies of Russia 


“Maxim Litvinoff,’’ by Arthur Upham Pope. ( Ls 
Fischer, New York.) 


It has been said that books are weapons 
in the arsenal of democracy. If that is so, 
chalk up Pope’s biography of Maxim Lit- 
vinoff as the equivalent of several fully 
equipped army corps to the cause of the 
United Nations, 

Pope says himself that this book was, of 
necessity, done in a hurry. Be that ae it 
may, this is not one of those “quickies” with 
which the book market has been flooded 
these last few years. It is an honest, schol 
arly and carefully considered piece of work, 
However, it doesn’t read like a textbook or 
the usual work of historical research. As 
a matter of fact, it is better written and 
more exciting, intellectually, than the major 
ity of present-day novels, 

For the last two decades, until the Nazi 
hordes invaded the Soviet Union, the Rum 
sians reiterated, frequently and emphaticak 
ly, that their whole foreign policy, far from 
being inscrutable or enigmatic, was based 
simply upon a desire for peace. Maxim 
Litvinoff, first as assistant to Chicherin, 
Commissar for Foreign Affairs, and later 
as Commissar himself, was the symbol of 
the new state’s desire for peace, ’

Pope’s detailed and historically accurate 
picture of how the Western European pow+ 
ers tried to wreck the new etate, first by 
armed intervention and then by a “cordoa 
sanitaire,” is not a pretty one, but it is one 
that we must understand thoroughly if we 
are to evaluate Soviet foreign policy intelli 
gently. 

After the rise of Nazism, Litvinof?, tn- 
defatigable fighter for peace, intensified his 
efforts. He was the originator and the 
driving power of collective security. He 
cajoled, pleaded and begged in trying te 
make the statesmen of the West see that 
Hitler and Nazi Germany were the greatest 
threat to peace. Litvinoff did all, and even 
more than mortal man could be expected 
to do, but they weren't taking any “Red 
ideas” in Paris and London, 

All of Litvinoff's major speeches before 
the League of Nations are included in the 
book. They give the reader ample oppor- 
tunity to measure for himself the sincerity . 
and clarity with which he thought and 
acted, 

Although Pope was faced with the prob- 
lem of integrating a tremendous mass of 
historical material in the book, he was able 
to do it successfully and still give a warm, 
human picture of his subject.

A Novel of White Men in India 


“Indigo,””’ by Christine Weston. (Charlies Sertheer’s 

Sons, New York.) 

This novel of India in the period from 
the beginning of the century to the first 
World War has an authenticity and flavor 
that cannot be denied. Miss Weston pre- 
sents a realistic and compelling picture of 
life among the whites in a small Indian 
garrison town. Obviously, the writer has 
set her sights on a somewhat more lofty 
target. She means the book to be a symbol 
of the continual struggle between the people 
of India and their masters. In this she has 
failed because her novel is not about In- 
dians but about whites, 

Theme of the book is the development 
of three youths one French, one Hindu and 
one English—who are close friends tn their 
school days, but who drift apart under the 
pressure Of self-interest, The English boy 
becomes a captain in the police; the Hindu, 
a sporadic revolutionary, renounces his 
English schooling and ideas and goes back 
to the faith of his fathers; and the French 
boy, who, there is reason to believe, is a 
symbol of what the author feels is spiritual 
over-refinement and ennui of his nation, 
remains bewildered by it all to the very end. 
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BLOOD DOES NOT TELL 


. 


POKESMEN for colored Americans have protested the policy of 
keeping Negro and white plasma in two blood banks, for the sep- 
arate treatment of Negro and white wounded needing transfusions. 


The Negroes regard it as another sign of racial discrimination. 


Officials of the American Red 
Cross know that the controversy 
plays in a realm of totem and 
taboo, that has nothing to do with 
pathology. The constituents of a 
Negro’s blood are exactly the same 
as Winston Churchill’s or Adolph 
Hitler’s. 

There are four types of blood, 
as discovered and classified by 
medical research. (Plasma is de- 
rived from all four types equally.) 
Whole blood for transfusion pur- 
poses must be labeled according 
to type. But the race of the donor 
has nothing to do with the blood 
type into which he may fall. 

If a blond white man of Nor- 
wegian ancestry should be suffer- 
ing from acute hemorrhage, and 
it were necessary to pick off the 
street a man willing to shed his 
blood to save another’s life, the 
right blood type might be found 
in a Galician Jew, a South Slav, 
a Japanese or a Negro, while an- 
other Norwegian might have to be 
rejected. 

Thus, the scriptures are almost, 
but not quite, scientifically correct 
when they say that “the Lord 
hath made of one blood al] the 
nations of the earth.” The Lord 
hath made of four bloods all the 
nations of the earth, and has dif- 
fused the four so thoroughly that 
two cousins may belong to differ- 
ent types and a Jew and Julius 
Streicher to the same, 

os » » 

Timeworn Phrases. 
HY, then, this prejudice of 
men against having their lives 
saved by plasma or blood from 
the veins of men of another color? 
For that prejudice exists. 

I think the reason goes back to 
the unprecise use of words. A 
white boy resisting a transfusion 
of “colored” plasma, believes that 
it will make him partly Negro. And 
everything that we say on the sub- 
ject of blood, confirms him in this 
superstition. 

We say, “I am of pure Anglo- 
Saxon blood.” Or, of a high-bred 
horse, “blooded mare.” Or, of an 
aristocrat, “blue blood.” Or, “blood 
will tell.” Or, “blood is thicker 
than water.” 

These, and a thousand other 
phrases, confirm the human race 
in the superstition that racial and 
other inherited characteristics are 
transmitted in the blood stream. 
It is astonishing to me that this 
superstition falls when serum from 
horses, cows or sheep is put into 
human veins. No one seems to 
fear his children will walk on four 
legs, or moo or neigh. 


- os + 
Blood and Race Differ. 
F racial characteristics were 
carried by the blood stream, the 
resistance of one race of men to 


having transfusions of the blood 
or plasma of other races would 
probably be insuperable. For, al- 
though they have no control over 
it in the first place, most men do 
not desire to change their race, 
unless they belong to one which 
suffers peculiar disadvantages. If 
& man’s visible racial character- 
istics make it difficult for him to 
find work, or expose him to 
humiliations, he may desire to es- 
cape from his race by obliterating 
its more obvious characteristics. 
Among many American Negroes it 
is a social distinction to be light 
colored for the obvious reason that 
they thereby more closely ap- 
proach the dominant white world. 
In a great and prosperous African 
civilization exactly the reverse 
would probably be true. 

Orientals, who live largely on 
vegetarian diets, find that the 
carnivorous westerners have a 
horrible smell, “like cadavers.” 
The Irishman who brags of the 
hair on his chest as a sign of 
virility is not comprehensible to 
a Chinaman or a Japanese, who 
certainly belong to fecund races, 
but find the hairiness of Nordic 
man, closely akin the hairiness 
of the baboon. 

But no esmount of pumping 
other people’s blood into men’s 
veins affects their color, hair, 
stature, or any other racial char- 
acteristics of themselves or their 
progeny. 
Racial characteristics are trans- 
mitted through the chromosomes. 
A person is determined as colored 
or white, the moment he is con- 
ceived and the blood stream has 
nothing to do with it. 
If, for centuries, people had been 
saying, “I am of pure Anglo-Saxon 
chromosomes,” the statement 
would certainly be untrue, consid- 
ering the endless mixture, not of 
blood but of sexes, but the idea 
would be correct. 

“2 ‘ee 
If we are going to go on talking 
about our blood and speaking pre- 
cisely, we'll have to get used to 
describing ourselves as types O 
A B or AD, none of which is any- 
thing to brag about. All four in- 
clude geniuses and morons, yel- 
lows, browns, whites and blacks. 
But considering how long it 
takes a superstition to die, I 
would say to my Negro friends: 
stop bothering about the blood 
banks. It’s a silty controversy, 
and not worth a campaign, Since 
your blood is of the same physio- 
logical constituency as everyone 
else’s, your argument contributes 
to scientific precision. But, you 
don’t win any victory for your 
race by winning the argument. 
Race and blood are two different 
matters.

DR. MAIER DENOUNCES 
PLEASURE MAD’ PUBLIC 


‘Ingratitude to God No. 1 Sin,’ 
He Tells Big Lutheran 
Hour Audience. 


Contemporary religious indiffer- 
ence and irreverence were sub- 
jected to vigorous attack by the 
c Dr. Walter A. Maier of Con- 
cordia Seminary yesterday after 
noon at a Lutheran Hour mass 
meeting in Convention Hall of 
Kiel Auditorium. 

“Pleasure-mad husbands and 
wives,” Dr. Maier told the 9000 per- 
sons who attended the rally, where 
the weekly religious service was 
broadcast over KFUO, the Con- 
cordia station, and a national radio 
network, “are crowding places of 
disreputable entertainment where 
Christian ideals of purity and de- 
cency are completely set aside.” 
The war and “artificial prosper- 
ity,” he asserted, have created an 
unmistakable moral looseness. 
“America’s Number One sin,” 
Dr. Maier said, “is ingratitude to 
God.” Citing an instance of irrev- 
erent utterance on the part of a 
young Army flyer, Dr. Maier said 
such an attitude was fostered by 
the lack of family prayer in 
homes, and by teachers who were 
termed “academic atheists.” He 
added: “So-called comic strips 
seek to make praying humorous. 
Popular songs sung before danc- 
ing, drinking, scoffing audiences 
make light of this sacred privilege. 
Even churches—and what is worse 
than the Judas-like actions of 
religious groups — warn parents 
against emphasizing prayer in 
their children’s minds! It destroys 
their independence, we are told. 
“Besides, an organized anti-God, 
anti-church, anti-prayer movement 
is at work in this country.” In 
this connection, Dr. Maier told of 
a rationing board official in an- 
other state who opposed the grant- 
ing of gasoline to a pastor serving 
a circuit of three churches, and 
said: “The country does not need 
churches.” He said it was learned 
that the objector was a former 
official of the Communist party. 
At Thanksgiving, Dr. Maier said, 
America should realize how lav- 
ishly divine bounty has remem- 
bered us in the United States. 
True, we have higher prices in 
wartime, but think of these fig- 
ures—all in American money— 
taken from a letter of a Lutheran 
missionary in China, who writes: 
‘Rice in Wanhsein jumped to $24 
a pound; sugar (very poor sugar) 
is now $4 a pound. Leather shoes, 
that can’t be worn more than four 
months, are between $25 and $50 
a pair. Cloth, not as good as flour- 
sack cloth in America, is sold at 
over $1 a foot.’ America, learn to 
thank the Almighty for His un- 
numbered blessings.”

PIETRO YON, FAMED ORGANIST 
AND MUSICAL DIRECTOR, DIES 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
Pietro Yon, famed organist and 
musical director of St. Patrick’s 


Cathedral and honorary organist 
of the Vatican, died early today 
at Huntington, N. Y., the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr, Joseph Flannelly of the 
Cathedral announced. Yon was 57 
years old. 

He was born in the Italian Alps, 

coming to the United States in 
1907, as organist at the Chureh of 
St. Francis Xavier, New York. 
Yon was known for his composi- 
tions, including: masses, the motet 
“Jerusalem Surge” for male chorus 
and orchestra, organ pieces, con- 
certo for oboe, piano music and 
songs. 
“The Triumph of St. Patrick,” 
an oratorio based on the life of 
the patron saint of Ireland, writ- 
ten by Yon, had its world pre- 
miere at Carnegie Hall on April 
29, 1934. Yon said it was the first 
American oratorio and also the 
first in which a vocal accompani- 
ment was sung in English instead 
of Latin, 

His compositons were .played at 
St. Patrick’s and other churches 
and his “Concerto Gregorian” was 
played by the Philharmonic five 
times while Walter Damrosch was 
conducting. 


NEW TSCHAIKOWSKY MUSEUM 


MOSCOW, Nov. 22 (AP).—The 
Soviet news agency Tass said to- 
day that the Peter Ilich Tschaikow- 
sky Memorial Museum at Klin, de- 
stroyed during the Nazi occupa- 
tion two years ago, had been re- 
stored.

After serv- 
ice in the State Legislature, he 
became Third District Prosecut- 
ing Attorney and served in that 
office for seven years before be- 
ing nominated for the Sixty-fourth 
Congress in 1914. He had been 
elected to 15 consecutive terms 
in the House. 

He was a widower, but three 
children survive.

Force. No wonder the Germans 
looked good in 1939. 

But we are working miracles, 
and 1944 is the date. In 1944 our 
Army, Navy and Air Forces will 
be at the climax of a forced, un- 
natural expansion—an astonishing 


|mushroom growth. We shall have 


attained the size we set out to 
attain. We must appreciate, how- 
ever, that we have done this by 
asking men to achieve the impos- 
Sible. The greatest strain of all is 
on the men in command, the men 
who carry the responsibility, who 

o the doing—majors, colonels, 
brigadiers, commanders, taptains, 
admirals. Our supply of such men, 
thin in 1941, has been stretched to 
the limits of expansion. 

The Navy, for instance, faces a 
problem of operating more ships, 
in 1944, than anyone had dreamed 
{remotely likely, for submarine 
losses have been low, and building 
rates high. Each ship must have 
a skipper, a chief engineer—men to 
go out onto the high seas into com- 
bat waters, to face stern reality. 

Such expansion demands that 
men do more than they know how 
to do. We could well use 1944 as 
a training year—but it will be a 
fighting year. May the men who 
face it rise to the accasion,

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ordering of human affairs that 
will make wars rare and excep- 
tional and bring the nations of the 
earth into a partnership devoted 
to the well-being of mankind at 
large. 

“If we are to create a lasting 
friendship with Soviet Russia, we 
must look beneath and beyond the 
differences that divide us., But 
even between ourselves and Soviet 
Russia, we can afford to have ar- 
guments and disputes, provided we 
are prepared to confine ourselves 
to the weapons of persuasion, and 
are resolved, whatever happens, to 
stand together.” 

Dr. Perry said this will depend 
on developing and emphasizing the 
things the two powers have in 
common. These include, he said, 
“our common enemy, our common 
ground, our common spirit, our 
common cause and our common 
feeling.” 

Elaborating on this summary, 
Dr. Perry said: “Both countries, 
being happily provided with nat- 
ural resources, vigorous popula- 
tions and wide territories, they do 
not covet what other countries 
possess and have no reason or de- 
sire for aggression, 

“Soviet Russia,” he continued, 
“has become, like the ‘United 
States, a country of the rising man 
—a fluid society in which the way 
is open from the bottom to the 
top for men of talent and energy.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
Polish sources that can not be 
otherwise identified declared today 
that the Red Army must enter 
Poland as an ally, and not as a 


conqueror, or else face desperate 
resistance by the Poles themselves. 

Determination to fight back un- 
less the Soviets re-establish diplo- 
matic relations with the Polish 
Government-in-exile in London was 
voiced in responsible quarters here 
as Russian troops plunged closer 
to the old Polish frontier, estab- 
lished in 1921. 

Despite a recent statement by 
Constantin Oumansky, Soviet Am- 
bassador to Mexico City, indicating 
that Russia _ still reognizes the 
western boundary drawn with the 
Germans in 1939, the Poles main- 
tain that only the prewar frontier 
is valid. 


Poles Want Understanding. 

The Polish position as stated by 
an authoritative source who re- 
quested anonymity pending clari- 
fication of the stand to be taken 
by the Allied high command is: 

1. If military necessity requires 
Soviet occupation of Polish terri- 
tory, there must be an understand- 
ing between the two governments 
based on the resumption of normal 
diplomatic relations and on the 
principle of sovereign equality. 

(The Russians severed their re- 
lations with the exiled Polish Gov- 
ernment early this year after the 
latter had requested an Interna- 
tional Red Cross investigation of 
reports that the Russians had 
killed thousands of Polish officers 
near Smolensk.) 

2. The position taken by the 
Rugsians when they occupy Poland 
will be considered a test case of 
the four-power Moscow declara-

4. If such an agreement is not 
reached, the Poles anticipate an 
attempt to sovietize Poland 
through the Union of Polish Pa- 
triots, headed by Wanda Wasilew- 
ska in Moscow, or deportation to 
Russia of underground leaders. 

A suggestion on the conduct of 
the occupation previously sent by 
the Poles to the British-American- 
Russian conference at Moscow was 
that after relations were re-estab- 
lished, the Allies should set up a 
council on Central Europe similar 
to the council on Italy. 

The Poles asked that American 
and British officers accompany So- 
viet troops to symbolize the Al- 
lied nature of the occupation, it 
was learned. There has not yet 
been any indication of how these 
requests were received by the con- 
ferees.

Mary’s Corn Dodger, 


One cup yellow cornmeal, one- 
half cup all-purpose flour, one and 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one and 
one-half teaspoon baking powder, 
two teaspoons sugar, one egg, one 
cup milk, two and one half table- 
spoons hot bacon drippings. 

Lift cornmeal lightly into meas- 
uring cup. Sift flour, measure and 
put into sifter with the cornmeal. 
Add salt, baking powder and sugar 
and sift into the mixing bowl. Add 
the milk and stir until smooth, 
then add the unbeaten egg and 
beat until smooth. Heat the qrip- 
pings in an iron skillet in the oven 
until sizzling hot, drain out into 
the cornbread batter, and return 
skillet to oven to keep hot. Stir 
the drippings well into the batter, 
then turn immediately into the 
skillet. Bake in a hot oven (450 
degrees F.) for 80 minutes, or un- 
til a golden brown.

Of Protein 


For Energy 


Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE scientific application of 
T dietetics involves not only what 

is in the meal, but how much 
of each ingredient and when the 
During war times 
nutrition experts have been ex- 
perimenting to find out which meal 
pattern will give the worker the 
most energy. 

Leaving out the minerals and 
vitamins which do not concern us 
in this discussion—the three ele- 
mentary substances in a diet are 
the carbohydrates, the fats and 
the protein. . 

The carbohydrates are sugars 
and starches and you get them 
mostly from vegetables, bread, 
sugar and fruits. The fats are in 
many vegetables, but the prin- 
ciple source is what is attached 
to meat, and also butter and 
cream, Protein is in some vege- 
tables—peas and beans have a 
good deal—but vegetable protein 
is not easily digested or absorbed 
and our best source of protein is 
meat and milk, 

* * 


WHAT THESE substances do 
when they get in the body is to 
furnish energy and replace tissue. 
They all do both of these to a cer- 
tain extent. Any overweight per- 
son can tell you that fat is con- 
verted into tissue, and when he 
starves himself to reduce he burns 
his own fat to produce energy. 
But fat is a slow burner, and is 
not a good energizer. The ques- 
tion arises as to whether protein 
or carbohydrate is the fastest and 
best energizer. 

Now it is important that work- 
ers in industrial plants should get 
energy quickly at the right time. 
To that end experiments have 
been done giving a person only 
one of the three ingredients at a 
meal and seeing how his efficiency 
works out,

IN GENERAL it has been found 
that if the worker gets a high 
protein meal at breakfast he does 
better than under any other sys- 
tem. This means eggs, milk and 
meat rather than buckwheat cakes 
and syrup. 

A worker eating a high protein 
breakfast can go from 9 a. m, to 
2 p. m. with hardly any feeling of 
fatigue. If he does the buckwheat 
cakes and syrup stunt he gets 
tired ‘about 10 a, m. 

If he wants to spare his protein 
reserve energy, the worker can 
give himself a jolt with a little 
quick acting and quickly absorbed 
carbohydrate. Many industrial 
plants supply mid-morning and 
mid-afternoon lunches, It is the 
secret of the efficiency of the mid- 
morning visit to the yz fountain,

IN OTHER WORDS, start your- 
self out with protein and keep it 
supplemented by carbohydrate 
during the day. 

The reason the high protein 
meal keeps the energy up so long 
is fairly easy to understand. Fat, 
as we said, is burned slowly so a 
preponderantly fat meal is a-slug- 
gard. Carbohydrate, on the con- 
trary, goes too fast. But the pro- 
tein stays in there pitching until 
mid-afternoon. ° 

These researches bring medical 
science close to practical life, as 
has been the trend for many years, 
If the industrial worker will fol- 
low this advice—in other words, 
if he really wants to‘ attain a 
maximum degree of efficiency— 
the increase in our war effort will 
be evident by just so much, 


When a Feller Needs a Friend

NE of the reasons always ad- 
CO vanced to prove that the fe- 

male is deadlier than the 
male, as well as a better life in- 
surance risk, is the stamina shown 
by women on shopping tours. But 
even with her great natural re- 
serves of strength, it’s a brave 
woman who'll set aching foot in 
the downtown stores. around 
Christmas time oftener than is 
necessary. 

For that reason, we nominate as 
bravest women of the year, the 
members of Anchora Aweigh No, 
125, local branch of the national 
Navy Mothers club, who have 
volunteered to help service men 
with their Christmas shopping. A 
central headquarters at 411 ° 
Ninth street was opened last Sun- 
day, and four Navy mothers are 
on deck each day to advise or do 
the actual footwork for service 
men in selecting a gift for mom, 
the kid sister, or their favorite 
chick. To date, along with gift 
aid, they have also sewed on but- 
tons, found living accommoda- 
tions, given advice to the lovelorn 
and homesick, and served up gal- 
lons of coffee and dozens of 
cookies, 

Even before the headquarters 
was officially open, news of its 
existence spread by word of mouth 
and several hundred men visited 
it in the two weeks between the 
opening of the door and the actual 
opening for, business. Originally 
intended for the Christmas season 
only, founders of the service have 
decided that they can probably fill 
@ year-round need as well. 

“The thought in mind was to 
help out during November and 
December,” Mrs. Frank Bock- 
winkel, commander of the club 
and originator of the service, said, 
“but if we find the boys want us 
to stay on and we're needed, we'll 
be happy to continue. Many people 
have told us that we won't be al- 
lowed to stop.” 


“You'd be surprised at the va- 
riety of requests we get,” Mrs, 
Grace H. Lashly, chairman of the 
service, added, “The other day we 
helped a sailor pick out some cos- 
tume jewelry for his mother and 
@ Spar pick out some gingham 
so her mother could make her a 
quilt, Four soldiers came in this 
morning looking for a flask with 
a leather case, and several days 
ago two officers wanted the names 
of some places where they might 
find rare antique vases. A few 
days ago a captain came in and 
wanted to know where he could 
have his trousers lengthened in a 
hurry, so Mrs. Bockwinkel told 
him this was as good a place as 
any and she did the job for him 
herself.” 

The usual requests for housing 
information come up as they do 
at any service center and Mrs, 
Lashly proved her value under fire 
by locating a hotel room without 
advance notice on one occasion, 
She and Mrs, Bockwinkel are still 
searching for an apartment for a 
maritime sailor, however. He was 
transferred here a day before he 
was to be married and the two 
Navy Mothers promised to give 
him a wedding here as soon @® 
they can locate an apartment. 

The women in charge of the cen- 
ter like to emphasize that shop- 
ping and other assistance is for 
all service men and not just the 
Navy. As one of the sailor visi- 
tors, remarked just after an Army 
delegation had left one day, “Some- 
times I think the Army is one of 
our Allies.”

they've put in a stock of fancy

“All this is free,” Mrs. Lashly 
said. “There is no charge for any 
of our service and we're not under 
obligation to any store or any firm, 
Our only purpose is to help sérvice 
men, We've had wonderful co- 
operation from everyone. The 
Public Service Co. has sent us a 
lot of city maps since we had 80 
many requests for transportation 
directions. The department stores 
have given us lists of all their 
departments and promised us im- 
mediate service.

protected either by capture of the 
islands to the east or reduction of 
Greece on the west. As it now 
seems certain Turkey will at worst 
remain neutral, and the possibility 
exists it may join with the Allies, 
the simplest operation would be 
the seizure of the eastern islands 
by a sizable operation. (The fight- 
ing in the islands up to this time 
has been on a localized basis.) The 
islands could be reinforced only 
by sea and air; both of these medi- 
ums presumably would be -con- 
trolled by the Allies in a large 
scale movement, 


Most-strongly defended of the 
Aegean’s Islands have been Lem- 
nos, Lesbos (or Mytilene), Chios, 
Samos, Lero, Rhodes and Crete. 
Two of them, Samos and Lero, the 
latter once considered the main 
Axis base in the Aegean, were oc- 
cupied by the Allies, as were 
Patmos, near Lero, Cos, and Cas- 
telrosso, to the east of Rhodes. 
The Germans have reoccupied Cos 
and Lero. Samos is under attack, 
and the German radio says it has 
been taken. Reducing the Ae- 
gean’s Islands will offer problems, 
but all afford landing opportun- 
ities. It is doubtful a major Ae- 
gean invasion woulld be attempt- 
ed before reducing Crete; with air 
and sea patrol it might possibly 
be by-passed, 


2. The Macedonian 
Bridgeheads 


The Macedonian coast offers the 
most attractive invasion possibili- 
ties for the following reasons: It 
presents three sites for bridge- 
heads, not ideal but militarily 
feasible; they are the Salonika 
area, Kavalla and the bay of the 
Maritsa River. Salonika leads to 
the Vardar River Valley and Bel- 
grade, Yugoslav capital on the 
Danube, some 300 miles to the 
north. The Maritsa River Valley 
points a winding course of about 
275 miles toward the Bulgarian 
capital, Sofia; it is an historic in- 
vasion route. . Sofia is 200-odd 
miles from umania’s capital, 
Bucharest. There seems little pur- 
pose, political or military, in invad- 
ing the main body by Greece. 

Invasion by the Vardar Valley 
route would have benefit of a rail- 
road extending beyond the Vardar 
to the Morava River Valley and 


Belgrade. There is also a good 
motor road. But the Vardar is 
narrow and offers strong defensive 
opportunities that would have to 
be overcome. The route leads 
through Skoplje and Nis, import- 
ant railroad junctions, and through 
the junction of the rail line beyond 
Nis to Serajevo to the west, 

The Maritsa route is more tempt- 
ing. Until the Bulgarian border 
was reached the expedition’s right 
flank would be protected by neu- 
tral Turkey. This valley also has 
benefit. of both road and railroad, 
it is wide and skirts the mountains. 
At Plovdic the invaders would 
reach a railway junction leading 
both to Burgas on the Black Sea 
and Bucharest. 

The Field Artillery Journal’s an- 
alyst, Col. Conrad H, Lanza, sug- 
gests the possibility of simulta- 
neous invasion of both the Vardar 
and Maritsa valleys. 


3. Turkish Possibilities 


Were Turkey to permit- passage 
of Allied troops or declare war on 
the Axis, United Nations forces 
could march across Turkey direct- 
ly to the Maritsa, eliminating the 
necessity of establishing Mace- 
donian bridgeheads. There are 
large Allied forces in Syria, bor- 
dering Southern Turkey. 


4. The Black Sea 


Both Bulgaria and Rumania 
might be invaded by way of the 
Black Sea. Constanta is but 125 
miles away from Bucharest and 
the Ploesti oil fields. Unless the 
naval part of the job were done 
by the Russians, this would mean 
the opening of Turkey's Darda- 
nelles to an Allied fleet, with the 
reduction first of the southern and 
eastern sides of the Aegean quadri- 
lateral, 


5. The Ardiatic Route 


There has been considerable 
speculation concerning invasion 
of Yugoslavia from Allied-held 
Italy, as well as possible thrusts 
at Albania and Western Greece 
from the same area. The average 
distance across the Adriatic to 
Yugoslavia is about 100 miles; it 
is as little as 35 miles to Albania 
and something more than 100 miles 
over the Ionian Sea to Greece. 

Military spokesmen show little 
enthusiasm for an Adriatic inva- 


sion of Yugoslavia, They point out 
that Yugoslav invasion ports offer 
little maneuverapility once bridge- 
heads are established, and that 
mountains line the entire coast. 
There are passes through these 
mountains, but they would not be 
easy to force. The most encourag- 
ing note in this region of Yugo- 
slavia is the energetic activity of 
Tito’s partisans, but while they 
have taken extensive territory their 
lines are fluid and they hold no 
important ports. It is conceivable 
a blow might be struck at Yugo- 
slavia across the Adriatic as a di- 
versionary measure, There would 
seem little purpose for an attack 
on Albania or Western Greece, even 
for purposes of diversion, 


T the present time, with the 
A exception of partisan warfare 

and Allied bombing raids, there 
is no Allied activity in the Balkans 
other than on the Aegean Islands. 
Germany’s strong effort to eject 
the British must, in part, be aimed 
at keeping Turkey neutral. If 
Allied land and air bases could 
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talk and get things off their chest, 
just like their mothers’ would. 
Sometimes we're. able to be of 
help. One day there was a soldier 
in here, looking pretty blue and 
talking in a low voice to another 
soldier. All I could get from his 
conversation was that he was won- 
dering ‘if Mom could take it.’ 
Finally I went up to him and said, 
‘Why don't you tell me about it?’ 

“So he told me he'd just been 


home on furlough and his mother 


was ill and he knew he was going 


overseas and he wasn’t sure if she'd 
be able to take the news. [ told 
him one little personal” incident 
about myself, about how I'd been 
in the hospital when my son went 
overseas, and how worried he'd 
been about me.
